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A STIMULATING ADDRESS 


MR LEONARD C. HOWITT touched on several questions of topical 

interest, some of them extremely controversial, in his recent Presidential 
Address to the Manchester Society of Architects. The two most important 
themes were: (1) The control of the external appearance of buildings under the 
Town and Country Planning Acts, and (2) The manner in which an architect 
should deal with specialist engineering services. A report of his remarks is 
given on page 746. 


The difficulties involved in the aesthetic control of elevations are many 
and vexatious, and Mr. Howitt stated them fully and fairly. In our present 
stage of social evolution, and with wide differences of opinion on questions of 
taste, even among cultured people, it would be optimistic to expect 
any system of aesthetic control to work without considerable friction. It 
is well known that this feature of the Town and Country Planning Acts has 
proved a source of embarrassment to some architects. Mr. Howitt held the 
view that, to avoid this, the work of chartered architects should be subject to 
nothing more than co-ordination. If its quality is not good, it may be argued, 
that is an internal matter for the profession to rectify—a good point, but 
the effect of his suggestion, from the aspect of aesthetic control, would be 
to put a premium on ‘qualified’ incompetence. A time may come, as Mr. 
Howitt said, ‘when the designs of chartered architects are unquestioned because 
they are unquestionable,’ but that time is not yet, and for the present one 
feels it would be a weakness to give an incompetent design by a ‘trained’ man 
preferential treatment. 


If statutory control over elevations is to be retained (and it must not be 
forgotten that architects were prominent in pressing for it) the best that can be 
hoped is that the planning authorities appoint competent and reasonable men 
who may be trusted to exercise their powers fairly. 


The second principal theme of Mr. Howitt’s address—the manner in which 
an architect should deal with specialist engineering services—was no less con- 
troversial, and here again he stated the alternatives fully and fairly. What 
the future holds for the building professions, who can say? Already we have 
a Royal Gold Medallist who runs a successful architect-cum-merchant builders’ 
organisation on the other side of the Atlantic, and who holds that ‘the architect 
of the future—if he wants to rise to the top again—will be forced by the trend 
of events to draw closer once more to building production.’ 


Mr. Howitt, however, is no ‘unifier’ of the Transatlantic type. He is a 
strong believer in the independence of the architect and holds that, to be 
consistent, he should encourage the same independence among the profes- 
sional consultants. Believing that the client prefers an inclusive professional 
fee and a single channel of contact in dealing with his building operations— 
one of the best selling points, in fact, of the contractors who offer an all-in 
service—he suggests that the architect, having weighed up the implications 
of a job, should himself choose the independent specialists, quote a fee to cover 
the comprehensive services to be rendered, and take full responsibility for the 
work of the team. This would obviously affect some well-established and 
successful business practices and would be strongly contested from certain 
quarters. 


In any event, Mr. Howitt is to be complimented on his constructive approach 
to some very controversial problems. His address should stimulate thought. 
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QUANTITY SURVEYING IN THE USA 


HE independent quantity surveyor, as we know him in Britain, has no such 

clearly established position in the USA, and American designers, for the 

most part, ask for tenders on a set of drawings and a specification only. Each 
tenderer then takes off his own quantities for his estimate. 

The feeling was widespread in this country after the war that the American 
building industry somehow managed to work more efficiently than ours, and 
at various times study groups of one kind or another were sent to the USA to 
see if this was so, and why. One reason for suspicion, among several, was that 
held by some people that perhaps our independent quantity surveyors were not 
the source of economy that they were believed to be, and that, despite the waste- 
fulness of having each tenderer take off his own quantities, there might be 
unexpected advantages in the American practice. This, it was thought, might 
save time, and a separate fee, and it might enforce on the contractor a closer 
study of the job for which he was tendering. These ideas crossed people’s 
minds. 

Nothing reported by any ..udy group gave much support to such lines of 
thought, and, in fact, the independent quantity surveyor was substantially 
confirmed in his role, although a feeling remained, and has persisted, that he 
has done less than he could to cut costs, especially with new methods of con- 
struction. Specifically, the claim has been made that he has not provided some 
of the material necessary to enable designers to think ‘cost-wise’ as they design. 

Now we have an American view of the situation, and it makes interesting 
reading. It will be found on page 761 in the form of an article by a Fellow of 
the American Construction Institute, which is apparently the opposite number, 
in many respects, of our Royal Institution of Chartered Surveyors. It confirms 
much of what we thought, though often in a roundabout way, for it is an article 
originally for American consumption and it fights some battles no longer 
relevant here. Most outstandingly it fights for the independent quantity 
surveyor, and it roundly condemns, in detail, their own habit in the USA of 
having each tenderer analyse his own quantities. So far, therefore, it under- 
lines the rightness of our set-up, and give facts and some figures to back up the 
point. 

But it backs up, too, the feeling now widespread among architects here that 
the surveying profession must gear itself to the processing of its information in 
ways that will more directly help designers as they design. The American sur- 
veyors seem to have been forced to recognise this need because their architects, 
through the paucity of cost data for design, have been driven to submitting 
alternative designs in whole or part, and these have ridiculously multiplied 
the tenderer’s problems. Thus they are claiming now that one of their most 
useful functions can be to reduce the designer’s doubts as he goes along. 

This sort of help is urgently needed here, and the call for it recurred 
again and again at the last British Architects’ Conference at Norwich. There 
are welcome signs now of a response on the part of surveyors, and they can be 
assured of warm support for every move they make in this direction. In fact, 
as announced in our last issue, the RIBA has also decided to set up a Costs 
Data Committee, which will work in liaison with the RICS. But quickness 
in getting to work is the word, if costs are to be cut in time.

Overseas Recognition Problem 


HE Infant Faculty of Architectur:: 

continues to flourish with what w: 
may now describe as its accustomec 
keeness and virility, and you will b« 
interested to hear that although it ha: 
not yet gained recognition by the Roya 
Institute of British Architects, Cornell 
Harvard and McGill Universities on the 
American continent, and the University 
of Liverpool in Great Britain have 
recognised the status of our degree by 
accepting our graduates for post-graduate 
studies; further than that all our other 
architectural graduates have _ readily 
obtained employment with architectural! 
firms. All this tends to make one wonder 
whether this question of recognition by 
the Royal Institute of British Architects 
is not bound more intimately with 
questions of British architectural politics 
and expediency, rather than with that of 
academic status; meanwhile the regional 
recognition of our course designed for 
tropical territories like Hong Kong and 
Malaya remains dependent upon regu- 
lations designed for British subjects 
practising in England. It is fervently 
hoped that we may soon be able to 
persuade regional governments in_ this 
part of the world to remedy this hard- 
ship under which our graduates labour.’ 


This extract from the speech of the 
Vice-Chancellor to the 49th Congregation 
of the University of Hong Kong should 
be read and noted by all members of the 
RIBA Council, and also by the Board of 
Architectural Education. It confirms the 
view expressed in Mr. Chitty’s recent 
article on the Education of Overseas 
Architects (The Builder October 12) that 
early consideration of this problem, 
followed by positive action, is required 
by the RIBA to meet the natural desire 
of the Commonwealth schools of archi- 
tecture for recognition.

The exhibition consists of drawings 
rom the Stockholm Museum and models 
rom the Theatre Museum, Drotting- 
10lm. Many of the former, in which 
italian provenance is predominant, are 
works of art in their own right, including 
he haunting ‘Frog Man’ attributed to 
jJell’Abbate: but besides costume design, 
here are architectural settings of a 
iotable unanimity of treatment, being 
rompe loeil vistas converging on a high, 
central vanishing point—clearly in the 
line of the fixed stucco set of the 
Palladian Teatro Olympico at Vicenza. 

The two models—of the Charles XII 
Theatre in Stockholm, and the Drotting- 
holm Theatre itself, rescued from limbo 
in 1922 and now restored with its sets 
and machinery—have all the toy-scaled 
enchantment of the world beyond the 
proscenium. 

Offices in the Big Cities 

ATTENTION has already been called to 
the danger that, if some further step is 
not devised to check the growth of office 
building in London and other large cities, 
all the efforts of official planning and the 
costly policy of dispersal to new towns 
will go for nothing, and congestion in 
central areas will become worse instead of 
being alleviated. Now, writing in the 
October issue of the Town and Country 
Planning Association’s Town and 
Country Planning—surely one of the 
liveliest and informative journals of its 
size pudlished—Mr. Arthur Ling, FRIBA, 
suggests some remedies, with the urgent 
injunction that something be done with- 
out delay. 

What we now really need, he suggests, 
is a Distribution of Offices Act with a 
control even more effective than that of 
the Act which deals with industry. Other 
steps would be to review the extent of 
land zoned for offices; to reduce the 
maximum plot ratios at least to 34 to 1; 
to abolish the right to replace 10 per cent. 
more cubic capacity than existed in build- 
ings previously on the site; to call in all 
office consents where work has not com- 
menced; and to call a conference of 
developers to see if their schemes could 
not be transferred to the new and 
expanded towns and suburban sites. 

Such moves as Mr. Ling suggests would 
probably be unpopular in many quarters, 
but those who have witnessed the increas- 
ing congestion on the transport systems 
serving such areas as the City of London 
in the past five years cannot but doubt 
that drastic action of this kind is a 
necessity.

Presidential Address to the Manchester Society of Architects 
MR. LEONARD C, HOWITT POSES SOME PROBLEMS 


[N his second-year Presidential Address 

to the Manchester Society of Archi- 
tects, given on October 23, Mr. LEONARD 
C. Howitt, MArch, DipTP, FRIBA, 
MTPI, Manchester City Architect, dis- 
cussed many questions of current profes- 
sional interest. We give below the text 
of his remarks on two of the most 
important, namely, the control of the 
external appearance of buildings em- 
powered by the Town and Country 
Planning Acts, and the manner in which 
an architect should deal with special 
engineering services. 


Controls Under T & CP Acts 


The Council of the RIBA (said Mr. 
Howitt) regarded it as very unsatisfac- 
tory that large numbers of planning 
applications involving architectural 
questions are considered and decided 
upon by lay committees of local authori- 
ties without any qualified architectural 
advice being taken, the position being 
particularly bad where county planning 
authorities have delegated their powers 
to urban and rural councils. 


The Council decided to refer the 
matter to the Public Relations Committee 
for further study jointly with the Town 
and Country Planning and Housing Com- 
mittee and the Salaried and Official 
Architects Committee with a view to 
presenting a fully co-ordinated statement 
of the Royal Institute’s views on the 
whole question of the operation of con- 
trols under the Town and Country 
Planning Acts, it being accepted that 
control in some form must remain. A 
Joint Committee under the chairmanship 
of the Hon. Lionel Brett considered the 
problem and made recommendations as 
to the policy of the Royal Institute, 
which the Council subsequently 
approved. They are as follows:— 


(A) That all County Boroughs should 
employ an architect as_ chief 
officer and that he should be 
responsible for town planning. 


(B) That all large Boroughs and 
Urban Districts should employ 
an architect, with local planning 
duties depending upon the degree 
of delegation. 


(C) That in cases where county 
planning officers are not archi- 
tects, county architects should 
advise planning committees on 
development control in small 
towns and in rural districts and 
villages, and should be adequately 
staffed to enable them to deal 
with broad problems of landscape 
as well as building. 


_ This statement of policy provoked 
immediate comment by the Institution of 
Municipal Engineers and the Royal 
Institution of Chartered Surveyors; to 
which the Royal Institute has retorted by 
a statement that its general approach to 
the problem is that each member of the 
planning team should contribute from his 
professional knowledge and training in 


the field in which he is expert, and sug- 
gesting a meeting for discussion. 

The controversial subject of the 
control of the external appearance of 
buildings was referred to recently in the 
presidential address of my counterpart 
in the Birmingham and Five Counties 
Architectural Association. Mr. Jackson 
praised what he called the aesthetic 
generalship of Mr. Donald Gibson, the 
former Coventry City Architect, and said 
that working with individual and good- 
humoured ‘ architect mandarins’ he had 
left Coventry with enough created to 
prove that he had been right, that a 
discipline was necessary. 

I am not able to say whether Mr. 
Jackson was ever subject to the discipline 
of the Coventry City Architect himself, 
but the advocacy of that discipline by an 
architect in private practice is particularly 
interesting and causes me to question my 
own outlook on this vexed question. 


The acceptance of the continued need 
for control need not imply that the same 
degree of control should be exercised in 
all circumstances. There can be no 
question that the illiterate eyesore must 
be disciplined out of possible existence, 
but what about the mediocre design which 
satisfies its author and his client, but not 
the architect responsible for advising the 
planning authority? Would the authority 
feel justified in fighting an appeal, and if 
they did, would the Minister uphold their 
decision? 


Question of Taste 


The question of taste is always brought 
into this argument and whilst there are 
levels of common acceptance, there are 
lower planes where there is room for 
differences of opinion. Is the official to 
try to impose his own particular taste 
on the developer or to try to educate the 
designer into his way of thinking? The 
designers in such cases might well be 
registered architects, or even chartered 
architects. | Quite understandably they 
may Offer a spirited resistance to criticism 
which can do them no good in the esti- 
mation of their client and perhaps do no 
good to architects in general. Here the 
problem is, should one architect have 
power over another? Having preached 
that a prospective developer should 
employ an architect who is qualified by 
examination, is it in the interests of the 
profession to impose a further exami- 
nation in external design every time he 
deposits drawings with a local authority? 
No chartered architect, however eminent, 
could object to the co-ordination of his 
design’ with others where it forms part 
of some comprehensive development, but 
this process implies no criticism of his 
ability whereas a request for amendment 
of a design in other circumstances does 
imply that there is room for improve- 
ment, and no conscientious chartered 
architect can welcome such a demand. 


The ultimate decision, if there is a dis- 
pute, rests with the Minister, and I am 
inclined to the belief that the powers in 
the Act would be interpreted as being 


there to safeguard the amenities and nct 
to make it possible to impose upo. 
developers the particular taste of the 
official who advises the authority on suc 1 
matters. My opinion is that such strir- 
gent control over design is only practic - 
able when the developer is subject t» 
conditions in a lease where the lessor 3 
the sole arbiter of what is acceptable. Th: 
practical difficulties of administering th: 
controlling powers in the Town Plannin ; 
Acts are doubtless not appreciated b/ 
those who blame the advisory official fo: 
whatever new buildings do not come u» 
to their standards of taste, but fortunatel / 
the thick skin, which every senior loca! 
government officer must acquire to retaii 
his sanity, enables him to keep cheerful! 
in anticipation of the time when the 
designs of chartered architects are 
unquestioned because they are un- 
questionable. In any event, is it not i 
fact that good architecture is not pro- 
duced by control but by good architects’ 


Specialist Work 


I would refer to a question which arose 
out of the proceedings of the British 
Architects’ Conference at Harrogate — 
how should the architect deal with 
specialist work such as_ structural 
engineering, heating and ventilation, and 
electrical engineering? There are at 
least three solutions and the right answer 
is not necessarily the one that gives the 
least trouble to the architect, but that 
which gives the most efficient and most 
economical service to the client. 


One solution is to employ within the 
architect’s organisation engineers quali- 
fied in these respective spheres; the 
second is to employ the services of 
private consultants; and the third is to 
entrust the job to a selected specialist sub- 
contractor who will provide all the design 
services required. 


The first solution provides few compli- 
cations (providing there are sufficient 
salaried engineers available) and other 
things being equal the result of competi- 
tive tendering among selected specialist 
firms should assure that the client is 
obtaining, for the minimum amount, 
what the engineer has designed. In this 
kind of work the criterion for judging a 
design is performance, not taste, and the 
unknown factor is whether some other 
technical agency could achieve the same 
performance by a more economical 
design: thus the skill of the engineer is 
a decisive factor. 


The second solution has the same 
effect at probably a higher cost for pro- 
fessional services, and the technical skill 
of the consultant is again a decisive 
factor. 

The third solution introduces compli- 
cations; there is no competition and not 
only can it be questioned whether the 
design is the most economical for the 
required performance but how is the 
client to be assured that the total cost is 
the least he need pay for the specified 
result? 

A possible fourth solution is to invite 
competitive schemes and tenders from 
selected specialist firms, and here con- 
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sideration of which is the best offer 
involves not only the amounts of 
the tenders but a critical examination of 
the relative merits of the competing 
schemes, which the architect might not be 
fitted to undertake. This procedure may 
be unfair to the contractors. 

The third solution is popular in the 
circumstances where it is permitted for a 
rumber of reasons. The cost of the 
specialist design is concealed in the tender 
.nd does not involve asking the client 
10 face another fee; the selectéd firms 
ave usually worked with the architect 
fore and know what he seeks to 
ichieve, and the architect knows that 
hey will give him satisfaction. 

Considering the position in the light of 
‘rinciples involved, rather than from 
vhat can be achieved in practice, it can 
xe observed that many of the arguments 
ised in favour of employing the contract- 
ng firm that gives an all-in technical 
ervice for the tender price could be used 
o justify a client employing a building 
-ontractor who gives an all-in tender 
vhich includes architectural services; in 
roth cases the professional iechnician is 
2mployed by the contractor himself. 

Whether our profession is to continue 
o function in its traditional role as the 
igent of the client, whether remunerated 
by fee or salary, or, like the engineers, 
become largely employed by or as con- 
tractors, will no doubt become evident in 
the next few years. Some would welcome 
and many would deplore that develop- 
ment which, to my way of thinking, 
would have devastating effects upon many 
in private practice and adversely affect 
the progress of architecture. 

If we accept the principle that inde- 
pendence in relation to the industry is 
the way of practising our art which is in 
the best interests of architecture, the client 


and the profession, might we not be 
inconsistent if we do not adopt the same 
attitude in seeking specialist advice, and 
therefore where we do not have the 
engineers on our own staff should we not 
ourselves employ independent practising 
consultants? 

We rightly claim to be the leaders of 
the building team, for the other members 
are employed in one way or another in 
the process for which I can find no better 
description than ‘ materialising the archi- 
tect’s conceptions.’ It is obvious that the 
architect cannot lead the building team if 
he is the paid servant of the builder; on 
the other hand, we might recognize that 
leadership involves taking responsibility 
and our claim would be even more justi- 
fied if we modified our attitude towards 
the contribution of specialists. 

I have reason to believe that the client 
prefers an inclusive fee and a single 
channel of contact in dealing with his 
building operations; this simplicity is 
indeed one of the best selling points of 
the contractors who offer an all-in ser- 
vice. My view is that the architect as the 
leader must come to accept overall 
responsibility for the work of the team 
he leads. At the outset he must decide 
whether the project is one which he can 
undertake completely or whether he will 
require the assistance of consultants in 
structural engineering, heating and venti- 
lation and electrical engineering, and the 
fee he quotes should cover the compre- 
hensive’ service, including quantity 
surveying. The choice of these specialists 
should be entirely his concern and he 
would select them with regard to the fact 
that he has to carry the full responsibility 
for what they do or do not do. The 
acceptance of that responsibility is in my 
humble opinion the price we must pay 
if we are to maintain our leadership.

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SCOTLAND’S ROADS 


Need for Development 


A'N outspoken commentary on the plight 
— of Scotland’s roads is the theme of 
“Roads Matter—Scotland,’ a booklet issued 
by the Roads Campaign Council from 15, 
Dartmouth-st. SW1. ‘ For too long the pub- 
lic. has been sighing and shrugging, while 
the politicians have turned the blind eye, 
wriggled, dodged the issue, excused thein- 
selves—and got away with it,’ says the book- 
let, which has been written by Mr. Nigel 
Tranter, the Scottish novelist and convenor 
of the Committee which is fighting for the 
building of the Forth Road Bridge. 

Produced for the Council by the British 
Road Federation ‘Roads Matter—Scot- 
land’ has a foreword by the Earl of Dundee, 
who writes: ‘In the last century our indus- 
trial mastery was won by our superior speed 
and boldness in building railways. Now that 
railways are being partly displaced by roads, 
our survival in the present century as a 
leading industrial country will not be pos- 
sible without an equal boldness in developing 
our road system.’ 

Copies of the booklet have been sent to 
Scottish MPs, civic. authorities, party politi- 
cal constituency offices, police, universities 
and trade and industrial leaders throughout 
Scotland. 

‘He would be a rash man who would 
deny that Scotland is losing £50 million a 
year on her deplorable, antiquated roads.’ 
writes Mr. Tranter. ‘ The Highland problem, 
Scotland’s grievous running sore, is largely 
one of roads and bridges—or the lack of 
them. People will not stay today where 
there are practically no communications.’ 

Other points from the booklet are: 

Forth Road Bridge 

Over 70 per cent. of all the goods pro- 
duced in the United Kingdom are handled 
by road and one in every 13 employed per- 
sons jis employed by road transport, * That 
being so, the nation is suffering from ad- 
vanced multiple and chronic thrombosis, a 
disease that is freauently fatal.’ The lack of a 
Forth Road Bridge has become ‘a first-class 
national scandal’ and is costing Scotland 
at least £1 million a year; losses attributable 
to traffic congestion in the Clyde region 
alone amount to £10 million a year. 

The tourist ministers of any other country 
in Europe would give their eye-teeth for such 
a magnet as the Cairngorm country, which 
should be provided with adequate roads. The 
Government’s road plans for Scotland are 
‘woefully inadequate’; the authorised 
schemes of any magnitude do not amount 
to two per county. Without a bridge over 
the Tay estuary, Dundee is * wickedly pre- 
judiced and all the country suffers.’ There 
is little point in sinking capital in mines, 
electricity plant, and the re-equipment of 
industry, if the bottleneck of the roads re- 
mains untouched. 

Scotland’s population is approximately 
one-tenth of that of the United Kingdom, 
but she has 18 per cent. of the trunk and 
classified road mileage of Britain. Many 
experts agree that at least £750 million, 
spread over 10 years is a basic requirement 
for road modernisation in Britain. ‘If 
we are allocated at leas: our due one-tenth 
of the proposed extra expenditure—£75 
million spread over 10 years—we shall be 
on our way to having a road system worthy 
of 20th-century Scotland.’

= the third year of the 1939-45 War the Urban Council of Holywood commenced the construction of a gas 
cleansing station in Sullivan-place. This was an ‘L’-shaped building, and the construction was of the 
standard ARP type, a reinforced concrete raft floor from which the steel reinforcement was continued upwards 
through a 6 in. concrete filling to a 15 in. composite brick wall and across an 8 in. reinforced concrete flat slab 
roof. This building was built to a frontage line 30 ft. from the back of the pavement and at a floor level of 
3 ft. below it. The site was extremely restricted, only sufficient ground being acquired upon which to build 
the station, leaving it surrounded by a contractor’s yard. 
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This was the site presented to the architects in 1948 
when they were asked to prepare a scheme giving the 
Council accommodation for offices, multi-purpose 
hall, and a maternity and child welfare clinic. The 
immediate problem was one of circulation and access, 
and after much consideration it was decided to build 
a new Staircase at the north end of the building to give 
entry to the offices and council chamber. The foyer 
at the north-east end of the building gives staircase 
access to the hall, and on the ground floor it leads to 
the covered way and the maternity and child welfare 
clinic. 


A licence was granted for the office portion of the 
work, provided that only a minimum of steel was 
required in the construction. Accordingly the walls 
were built with a 9in. inner skin, a 2 in. cavity and a 
44 in. outer skin of brickwork. This outer skin of 
44 in. rustic brick was carried down to the existing 
foundation level, thereby screening the common 

«brick in which the gas cleansing station was built. 
The roof of the original building served as the floor 
of the office block and the new roof was of cast-in-situ 
reinforced concrete, cast in longitudinal bays of 
12 ft. and mesh reinforced. The roof is covered in 
three-ply bituminous felt, and dressed at the eaves 
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Council chamber

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with copper flashing. Each staircase is built in 
cast-in-situ reinforced concrete, and covered with 
continuous rubber treads and nosings. The corridor 
is also floored in rubber, so noise transmission has 
been reduced to a minimum. 


The council chamber has been panelled in oak, and 
a continuous strip fluorescent light provides light at 
the head of the panelling. This is screened by an oak 
frame fitted with broad-reeded glass. The ceiling 
light is built of hardwood with similar glass filling. 
The furniture, desk, tables and chairs, are all purpose 
made. 


In 1950 a licence was mad? available for the erection 
of a hall, to be built as part of the Council’s Festival 
of Britain celebrations. A further narrow strip of 
ground was purchased by the Council, and this made 
possible the design of a hall to seat 500 persons. 
Due to the restricted depth of the site it was decided 
to provide a hall 45 ft. wide, and this necessitated 
spanning 9 ft. to either side of the roof of the existing 
structure to form a floor of the new hall. This 
reinforced concrete work was simply supported 
between the existing reinforced brick wall and a beam 
connecting the reinforced concrete ribs carrying the 
tied arch type roof. These ribs are at 7 ft. centres and 
make the roof entirely independent of the existing 
structure. The curve of this roof is due to its being 
carried on reinforced concrete arches with large 
beams, connecting each pair of reinforced concrete 
ribs. The reinforced concrete structure of the 
building was designed by the structural engineering 
branch of the architects’ firm, and the work was 
carried out by Concrete Piling, Ltd.

In the interior of the hall the architect envisaged 
a well-lighted and pleasant structure free from all 
artificial or inorganic shapes and to fulfil most 
functions for which it might be required. It is hoped 
to utilise the building for dances, concerts, musical 
festivals, public meetings and cinema shows. With 
the latter aim in view a projection room has been 
built above the entrance hall sufficient to take the 
largest type of equipment in current use. 


The shape of the hall was dictated by the confines of 
the site, and a rectangular plan is normally a sound 
shape acoustically. Every effort was made in the 
design to ensure that direct points of sound were 
established wherever possible, and a sounding board 
and side splays were incorporated in the proscenium 
wall. Thus a powerful first reflection is provided 
to the rear wall of the hall, which has been treated 
with acoustic plaster. 


Heat throughout the building has been provided 
by low-pressure hot water. This was decided upon 
because of the large amount of existing piping avail- 
able, the existing boiler already in use, the availability 
of suitable fuel and the generally low running cost. 


The lighting of the main hall is supplied by 12 
lamps set within the suspended ceiling. It was 
originally intended to use pendant lights, but the 
needs of badminton dictated that the lights must be 
raised, and several spot lights have been used to give 
particular light. 


Air is drawn into the hall through openings situated 
behind the radiator range, and the vent openings are 
incorporated in the ceiling pattern. From thence 
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the stale air is drawn to the outside by an extractor 
fan built in the north-east wall of the hall. 


As the floor of the hall is to serve a variety of 
purposes, it was eventually decided to use a solid oak 
block floor. This was laid to the architects’ design and 
is intended to give a visual lengthening of the hall. 


In the rear ground-floor portion of the building a 
maternity and child welfare clinic was built. 


The covered way which connects the kitchen to the 
front portion of the building provides excellent shelter 
for prams and the mothers and children enter the 
waiting space through a draught-proof lobby. In the 
waiting space a lockup shop is situated for the issue 
of welfare foods, and suitable lavatory accommodation 
is provided. Due to the overhanging floor of the 
hall above natural light is very poor, but every effort 
has been made in the decoration, and by well placed 

. artificial light, to make this waiting space as bright 
and cheerful as possible. 


Opening directly from here is the dental clinic, 
from whence patients pass to the recovery room.

The Cost of Hot Water 
To the Editor of The Builder 


SIR,—The figures given by Mr. Ward 
in your issue of October 19 on the 
cost of hot water from a heat pump, 
though informative, do not necessarily 
negative the claim that solid fuel is the 
most economical for water heating. 
Weekly running costs are by no means 
the full story. Capital and maintenance 
costs of installations should be included 
with running costs over a long period. 
This period ought to be the estimated 
life of the appliance, for which I suggest 
the arbitrary figure of 20 years. 

An accurate and authoritative investi- 
gation of the costs of domestic water 
heating has long been needed in place 
of the tendentious arguments served up 
to us by the various fuel interests and 
appliance makers. Suppose such an 
investigation were made, what should be 
its governing conditions? I suggest the 
following : — 

1. An assumed output of hot water at given 
temperatures per week. 


2. An assumed installation consisting either 
of a storage or instantaneous system with 
draw-off branches (electrical, gas-fired or 
heat pump) or a circulating system (boiler, 
fired with solid fuel, gas or oil) of equivalent 
size and layout. 

3. Allowance for flue losses, where these 
apply. 

4. Total capital costs of appliances and 
installations including the costs of flues and 
fuel stores (or tanks) where required. 


5. Maintenance costs (e.g., new fire bars or 
electric elements, flue sweeping, servicing of 
motors, etc.). 


6. Fuel used to be as delivered to the 
householder. In the case of solid fuel this 
would include today a percentage of un- 
burnable material. Laboratory tests making 
use of graded and dried fuels do not represent 
the position of the householder. « note in 
passing that the only fuel service which sells 
its produce according to heat value—i.e., per 
therm—is the gas industry.) 


7. Allowance to be made for insulation,

either complete (e.g., electric storage system) 
or partial (e.g., bouer-fired circulating system) 
or none. This would take care of heat losses. 


8. The total costs so obtained to be divided 
by 20. This would give the true cost per 
annum to the householder. 

I do not suggest that the obtaining of 
such a comparison between different fuels 
and methods would be easy or inexpen- 
sive. But, to my mind, the already high 
and still rising cost of all kinds of fuel is 
beginning to make it imperative. Were 
such a realistic comparison made and 
published by an authoritative body, 
architects and householders would then 
be able to choose between automatic and 
hand-fired systems (perhaps paying a little 
more for the former) or between a system 
of high initial cost but low running cost 
and one which is cheap to instal but cost- 
ing rather more to run. 

I am not taking sides in this battle of 
the fuels; I merely want to know the facts. 
And I suspect that there are a few 
thousand architects and a few million 
householders who want the same.

Accidents Due to Faulty Electrical 
Installations 
To the Editor of The Builder 


GQIR,—Recently, I read with some dis- 

may HM Inspector of Factories’ 
report on accidents in buildings due to 
faulty electrical installations and the fact 
that a number of these accidents need 
never have occurred. 

On making inquiries with various local 
authorities, I was surprised to learn of the 
lackadaisical attitude and the manner in 
which the authorities dealt with electrical 
work, bearing in mind that the majority 
do issue literature on general safety and 
hold safety weeks, etc., and are respon- 
sible for numerous public buildings, flats, 
etc. 

My inquiries revealed that approximately 
50 per cent. of the Greater London authori- 
ties employed a qualified electrical engineer 
in a consultative capacity, a few did obtain a 
private consulting engineer’s advice, but the 
remainder adopted methods which were a 
downright disgrace. Installed with care, 
electricity loses much of its danger, but with 
this proviso: the installation must be done 
to the specification and under the supervision 
of a competent engineer and not to the ideas 
of an architect, quantity surveyor, building 
inspector, clerk, or even the Borough Engi- 
neer and Surveyor not qualified as an 
electrical engineer. 

I know of one reputable electrical con- 
tractor who refused to tender for electrical 
installation works for two Borough Councils 
in Middlesex, due to the fact that in each 
case the architect’s specification for the 
works did not comply with the appropriate 
regulations and, if installed in the manner 
specified, would be a dangerous installation. 
I should point that it is not nonmally the 
contractor’s job to go through the specifica- 
tion with a fine tooth comb looking for the 
less obvious mistakes of these gentlemen. 
Unfortunately, speculative electrical contrac- 
tors still do exist and many appear to obtain 
work from local authorities. 

The time has come for all electrical in- 
stallations in buildings to be designed to the 
specification of a competent electrical engi- 
neer, if installations complying in respect 
of materials and workmanship with the IEE

Regulations are to be provided to give us a 
reasonable guarantee against shock and fire 
In addition, it is more economical over < 
period for the installation to be designed or 
the basis of good materials and workman 
ship. 

Jachinects should be legally preventec 
from accepting fees based on the electrica 
works (including the heating and ventilating 
services) unless they are qualified to do thi: 
work. I would point out that in certair 
parts of the Commonwealth it is illegal tc 
carry out or design electrical works unles: 
registered as an electrical engineer, and ir 
order to register, one has to pass both 
theoretical and practical tests. 

I have written the foregoing in order tc 
enlighten and possibly prevent some of the 
dangers that face the unqualified, thei: 
children and the general public. Loca 
authorities should set an example in this 
matter and I would be pleased to read of 
local authorities that do so.

A Question of Etiquette

From my own experience I say with- 
out any hesitation that where contracts 
have been controlled by a team, more 
has been achieved in a smaller space of 
time, in a happy atmosphere, costing far 
less, and, might I add, a higher standard 
of tradesmanship from the bricklayers 
and joiners, etc., always results.

toning Centre has been designed to accommodate 100 
new entrants into the industry, who undergo a 
course of training which lasts approximately 16 weeks. 
Part of the training takes place underground, while 
the remainder of the training consists of lectures, 
demonstrations and films, for which the Centre 
provides accommodation. The Centre is situated 
within 150 yards of the main riding shaft. Showers 
and locker accommodation are provided in an existing 
building which is situated in close proximity to the 
Centre. 
It was necessary to use foundations consisting of 
reinforced concrete ground beams on mass concrete 
piers owing to the nature of the ground.

The roof 
over the projection room is 2 in. channel reinforced 
woodwool slabs, on light steel trusses, exposed and 
finished on the soffit with emulsion paint. The whole 
of the hollow tile concrete roof is finished with 
foamed slag screed and three layers mineral finish 
felt. 


It was requested that sliding folding partitions 
be used between classrooms in order that larger 
meetings may be accommodated. Internal walls 
are generally fairfaced brickwork finished with 
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emulsion paint and the floors are thermo-plastic 
throughout, except for the entrance hall, which is 
finished in York stone paving. An embedded floor 
panel heating system was used throughout.

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HIS building, which forms part of the general 
Ledston Luck reconstruction scheme, comprises 

a workshop for blacksmiths, welders and _ fitters, 
separate workshops for electricians and joiners, a 
general stores building with gallery over, and a covered 
yard to accommodate the more bulky items. At the 
back of the stores building a lavatory and meals 
room has been provided which caters also for all the

The engineering workshop and the general stores 
are framed structures, with precast concrete portal 
frames at 15 ft. centres, external walls in 11 in. cavity 
brickwork 8 ft. high and vertical patent glazing over.

Lord Montgomery on the Qualities 
of Leadership 


i 4 CQUISITION of skills is only half 
the battle for success in life.” F-M 
VISCOUNT MONTGOMERY told LMBA 
apprentices on Tuesday; ‘the other half 
Les in learning how to handle people 
telow you. The time is bound to come 
when you will have responsibility for 
others, and what you get out of those 
raen depends on your powers of leader- 
‘nip. You are going to succeed as much 
in later life by leadership as by technique.’ 
Lord Montgomery was speaking at the

‘vinners in the City and Guilds of London 
xaminations, held in Drapers’ Hall, EC, 
nd presided over by Sir Frank Alexander, 
3t. In introducing Lord Montgomery, Sir 
"RANK Said, that everyone today was a 
juilder in one way or another and those 
vho built best built on what St. Paul called 
he foundation of faith. 

In declaring his pleasure at being present, 
ORD MontGomery said that if a leader 
ould win trust and confidence, the greatest 
achievements became possible; if the 
:pproach was cold, you got little response. 
fustice, integrity and character were vital 
haracteristics. 

‘Today the world is a little bit disturbed 
ind restless. What gives me tremendous 
encouragement is the fine quality of the 
young people I see in many countries. If 
you survey them as a body they are first- 
class material but what is done with them 
depends on leadership. When I visit a 
country, I ask to see their military school, 
for I know that by the type of young officer 
being trained one can judge its future.’ 

Proposing thanks to Lord Montgomery, 
Mr. K. C. F. Foster, president LMBA, 
supported the view that there was a lot more 
to be learned in building than merely on the 
technical side, and for that reason the 
LMBA was organising training for manage- 
ment, which was one form of leadership.

CRAFT APPRENTICES who learned the 
golden rule that nothing that was shoddy 
gave Satisfaction and that every craft had 
its logical sequence and appropriate method, 
were fitting themselves for enrolment on the 
shortest list on earth—the list of those able 
and willing to take responsibility, Mr. IAN 
M. Les.ie, OBE, Editor of The Builder, told 
apprentices on Monday. He was giving the 
prizes to successful apprentices of the North 
Eastern area of the LMBA at Stratford at the 
annual prizegiving and supper. The chair- 
man of the area, Mr. G. G. Jaggers, presided. 

‘Apprenticeship and the skills it brings 
with it are the real answer to the materialism 
of the present day,’ Mr. Leslie added. * There 
are too many people who have “the hand- 
less mind,” people who have never had the 
opportunity of making anything real or 
lasting, such as have you who are engaged 
in this great industry of building. In a world 
where the value of money is constantly 
depreciating, I ask you to remember that the 
standard of achievement is absolute and that 
skill never varies.

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News of the Week 


York Institute’s Future 


R. W. A. SINGLETON, FRIBA, 
director of the Institute of Archi- 
tectural Study at York, said at the 
general meeting of the York Academic 
‘Trust, on Octooer 24, that 1956 has been 
a most significant year in the growth of 
the institute and that it was receiving 
recognition at home and abroad. Next 
year the programme would be the largest 
yet undertaken, and would include new 
courses on Architectural Project Man- 
agement and Architectural Illumination, 
and a summer school for overseas 
students on the History of English Archi- 
tecture. The Cathedral Architects’ Con- 
ference would also be held at the 
Institute in September.

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Cost Analysis and Elemental Bills of Quantities 
A DISCUSSION AT THE BUILDING CENTRE 


HE principle of elemental bills of 
quantities as a method of obtaining 
more accurate preliminary costing of 
building jobs had a thorough airing on 
October 24 at a meeting organised by the 
LCC Brixton School of Building and held 
at the Building Centre. There were three 
chief speakers who expatiated on dif- 
ferent aspects of the idea, following 
which a number of members of the large 
audience, representing most branches of 
the building and allied industries and 
professions, briefly gave their comments. 


Sik THOMAS BENNETT, KBE, FRIBA, 
presided, and in his introductory remarks 
suggested that the elemental bill of quan- 
tities might open the pathway to a better 
method of assessing the cost of using new 
as well as familiar materials. 


The first speaker was Mr. F. G. WEST, 
ARIBA, st chief architect, LCC, 
who said he regarded the general picture 
of cost control and analysis as much 
more important than any part of it, such 
as the elemental bill of quantities, on 
which‘ the advertisement of the meeting 
tended to concentrate. The general pic- 
ture was the absolute need for a more 
adequate and resolute cost control in the 
building industry. He felt that strongly 
from the architect’s point of view. 


Speaking from the point of view, too, 
of a very large public office and as one 
who sometimes had the far from pleasant 
duty of presenting the activities of the 
department to the Finance Committee 
of the LCC, it had been impressed upon 
him how urgent was the need for a com- 
pletely radical review of the methods of 
cost control in the industry. 


In most offices architect and quan- 
tity surveyor scarcely met between the 
stage where the approximate estimate was 
presented to the client (following the 
preparation of the sketch plan) and the 
stage where the bill of. quantities had to 
be prepared. All sorts of things could 
go wrong between those two stages of 
the job. He had seen, so often, frantic 
efforts being made to adjust the costs at 
the tendering stage. 


Building Industrialised 


Mr. West made the point that the 
rapidly changing building industry was 
becoming progressively industrialised and 
there was a constant development of 
techniques set against a background of 
general national instability, which made 
cost control not only more essential but 
more difficult. 

To-day we had the highly specialised 
functions performed by the architect, the 
quantity surveyor, the consulting engineer 
and the general contractor, among others. 
it was high time these functions were 
reunited in the person of one individual 
or at least in the persons of a team. 

As an architect he suggested that this 
team should begin to operate before the 
main decisions were made. The architect 
must realise that every design decision 
e¢ made had an economic consequence 


as far as the cost of the building was con- 
cerned. He (Mr. West) could only see 
that coming about by a reorientation 
of the point of view both of the 
architect and the quantity surveyor on the 
problem of cost control at the design 
stage. 


Throughout his address Mr. West laid 
emphasis on the importance of the archi- 
tect and the quantity surveyor constantly 
working together in close co-operation. 
After speaking of the need to establish 
the cost elements of a job at the earliest 
possible stage, Mr. West said these must 
be such as the architect could manipulate 
when he was designing the building. They 
must be easily assessable and easily 
changed by him at this stage. 


Preserving a Balance 


As the process of designing and esti- 
mating proceeded, one element of a build- 
ing might be made more expensive as 
compared with another, but it was im- 
portant to preserve an overall balance of 
cost in the building, so that the client was 
not asked eventually to pay more than he 
could afford, while the general standard 
of building was maintained in all the 
elements. When that stage reached 
finality was the time to present the esti- 
mate to the client. The work might have 
taken longer than bv the old slapdash 
method, but Mr. West’s opinion was that 
if more time was spent on the preliminary 
stages of the job the overall time of build- 
ing would not be lengthened. 


He thought it was for the quantity sur- 
veyor to decide how best the principle of 
elemental bills of quantities should be 
applied to the problem of costing. But 
cost control was vital to the maintenance 
of the system of personal control which 
existed in the industry to-day. If the 
present haphazard methods of costing 
continued it might result in a very serious 
loss of confidence by the public and some 
other method of control might be im- 
posed on the industry. 


Mr. J. NISBET, principal quantity sur- 
veyor to the Ministry of Education, said 
cost analysis was simply an attempt to 
to provide the architect and client with 
the costs of a building related to its ele- 
ments, so that they could judge for them- 
selves whether they were getting value for 
money. The method allowed buildings of 
different sizes and constructions to be 
compared and examined on the same 
basis. It also provided the architect with 
cost information in a form which he 
could use to control the cost of future 
buildings. 

Mr. Nisbet then referred to the cost 
analysis method suggested in the MOE 
Building Bulletin No. 4, and proceeded 
to say that when examining costs it was 
first necessary to choose a yardstick. In 
this case cost per sq. ft. of floor area had 
been chosen because it was a reasonably 
accurate measure of the accommodation 
provided and a!lowed buildings of dif- 
ferent areas to be compared through a 
common denominator. 


But cost per sq. ft‘ did not tell us a 
great deal and had to be broken down 
into smaller and more convenient units. 
These were called elements and could be 
defined as parts of building which more 
or less always performed the same func- 
tion. For example, a building would 
always have a roof and, irrespective of its 
construction, its cost could be examined 
under the element ‘ roof construction.’ 

Mr. Nisbet showed a simple form of 
cost analysis on a slide (Tables 1 and 2). 
It consisted of a list of elements each with 
its cost in terms of shillings and pence per 
sq. ft. of floor area. The total of the 
elements, multiplied by the total floor 
area, should, he said, equal the total cost 
under construction. 


The elements were those sometimes 
used in school building and could be 
placed in the following groups: 


(1) Non-construction elements; (2) 
structural elements; (3) partitioning ele- 
ments; (4) finishing elements; (5) fittings 
elements; (6) services elements; (7) play- 
ground elements. 


This simple form was very useful for 
intensifying the location of excessive or 
insufficient expenditure. It ‘could save 
many hours of fruitless discussion, aim- 
less thumbing of bills of quantities and 
preparation of reduction bills which re- 
duced the cost of wrong elements. 

Speaking of elemental bills, Mr. Nisbet 
said this principle was originally intended 
to provide a cost analysis without having 
to prepare an abstracting reverse—the 
items in a bill of quantities, with their 
costs abstracted from the trades and re- 
assembled under element headings. But 
in, discussing the elemental bill with an 
architect and a builder it soon became ap- 
parent to him that it had several advan- 
tages. The discussions also underlined 
the fact that while the bill of quantities 
must provide a basis for tendering, it 
was also being used for other and im- 
portant purposes. 

Uninformed Criticism 

It must be remembered that the ele- 
mental bill of quantities was still in its 
early stages, but elemental bills had been 
prepared by surveyors both in private 
practice and the public service. Where 
builders had been consulted beforehand 
there had been no difficulty in obtaining 
tenders. White the results had been en- 
couraging, it would be easy to overstate 
the claims for the elemental bill. 

Briefly describing the elemental bill, 
Mr. Nisbet said that, instead of it being 
written by trades, it consisted of sections, 
each corresponding to an element. In this 
way a cost analysis was readily available 
by dividing the total cost of each element 
by the floor area. Within each element 
the items had generally been billed in 
trade order, but the same item might 
occur in a number of e!ements. Experi- 
ence so far indicated that this was not a 
serious difficulty 

The process of ‘taking off’ was un- 
changed and the ‘worker-up’ merely 
abstracted to elements instead of to 
trades.

The chief advantages of the elemental 
bill were summarised by Mr. Nisbet as 
follows:. (1) It provided a simple cost 
analysis as soon as a tender was received; 
(2) The quantities could be related to the 
drawings, with consequent advantages to 
both architect and builder. 


To the quantity surveyor the chief 
merits of the elemental bill were that it 
enabled him to provide a _ simple cost 
analysis without further work; it should 
simplify valuation for interim certificates 
and make them more accurate, thus re- 
ducing the amount of retention which 
the builder had to finance; and the quan- 
tity surveyor would be relieved of many 
of the questions which could only be 
answered by reference to abstracts and 
dimensions. 


As a builder, Mr. P. E. TRENCH was 
not altogether enthusiastic about the ele- 
mental bill. The presenting of the esti- 
mate to the client would take longer, he 
thought, because of the greater number 
of items. It was debatable whether it 
would produce more accurate pricing. 


More builders to-day were trying hard 
to plan their jobs, but those peop'e who 
planned a project were not generally 
good estimators and did not easily find 
their way about bills of quantities. These 
people would find the elemental bill of 
immense value if the elements suited the 
builder’s planner and not necessarily the 
architect in his cost designing. Usually 


it was the builder who could reduce costs 
by better planning, whereas the architect 
could only get rid of excess costs at the 
tendering stage. 

If elemental bills were to be adopted 
the builder should be in on the ground 
floor in deciding which elements should 
be used in the first stage. 


Effect on Bonusing 


The elemental bill might facilitate the 
introduction of the pre-measurement 
bonusing system. Mr. Trench did not 
think it was likely to facilitate costing in 
the sense of measuring what the work 
had actually cost against the estimated 
cost. Work on many elements was taking 
place at the same time and what the 
quantity surveyor needed was a new, 
simple and inexpensive method of assess- 
ing the cost of labour operations. 


But Mr. Trench thought the elemental 
bill would help in contract management, 
in that it would help the site staff and 
the contract manager. It did give him 
a better view of what he had to build. 


However, we would never reach the 
stage where the elemental bill would pro- 
vide one with the actual cost of the 
finished job. But cost analysis, if used 
intelligently, would give quite a good 
answer for approximate estimates. 

Most of the speakers in the discussion 
favoured the elemental bill, but they dif- 
fered on points of application. Mr.

STANLEY FARROW testified to the advan- 
tages that the adoption of the principle 
had brought to his firm and disagreed 
with Mr. Trench’s view on the value of 
the elemental bill in costing. The ele- 
mental bill, plus cost analysis, might help 
the industry to achieve the desirable 
object of complete collaboration between 
the architect, the builder and the quantity 
surveyor. 


Mr. CHARLES CUTHILL, ARIBA, said 
that Hertfordshire had used the. elemental 
bill for two years and, after initial doubts, 
once they got on the site the builders 
had fully approved of the principle. 


Mr. F. J. MEEKINS expressed the view 
that the only time you got to know the 
cost of a job was after it was finished. 
He wondered if Mr. Nisbet or Mr. West 
appreciated that the schemes they advo- 
cated involved a greater expenditure on 
professional fees. The quantity surveyor 
had for years suffered from a lack of 
working-up staff, both in quality and 
numbers. He was delighted to hear Mr. 
West talk about getting the team together. 
He believed everybody concerned in the 
job should be in at the start. 


In replying to the discussion, Mr. 
WEST said the additional expenses which 
were bound to occur if a really detailed 
cost planning were adopted would be 
marginal compared with the enormous 
benefits which would result if costs were 
controlled throughout the industry.

Cost Control Assays and Estimates in America 


By G. SZMAK, EcD, FCSI 


The following article on ‘Cost Control 
Assays and Essays’ has been sent to us 
by the Construction Surveyors Institute, 
101, Park-avenue, New York, 17, NY. It 
examines ways of reducing the heavy 
cost incurred by contractors by unlimited 
requests for estimates. 


DUE to the uncertainties of current and 

probable future construction costs, 
architects and engineers are now design- 
ing projects and soliciting bids for build- 
ings with sections to be added or omitted 
aS separate estimates. In addition to 
several separate estimates, there is a series 
of alternates requested for reducing or 
increasing the cost of each building, or 
partial building, by substitution of other 
designs, materials and labour. This 
increases contractors’ estimating expenses 
two or three times above what they 
would be under normal competitive bid- 
ding, which is wasteful enough with too 
many bidders. 


The practice of requesting an unlimited 
number of estimates and thus using con- 
tractors to provide cost data and assays 
on work which will not be awarded is an 
inexcusable imposition which has now 
become quite general. It is hoped that 
when bids have been received from six 
or more bidders, some proposal for a 
single unit or in combination may come 
within the buyer’s budget or appropriated 
funds. 


A Reftection on the Industry 


Such malpractice in the procurement of 
bids is not only criminally wasteful, but 
also downright ridiculous. It discredits 
the proficiency of designers and casts a 
reflection of doubt on the efficiency of 
the entire industry. This malpractice, 
aside from its questionable ethics, has 
many other very definite economic dis- 
advantages. It creates needless designing, 
specifying and estimating, which are very 
costly as well as confusing. 


1. Since the architect, engineer or designer 
does not obtain unit prices on each item of 
construction for comparison of cost in 
detail, the practice in vogue does not pro- 
vide the information necessary for designing 
economically. The total cost of a project 
is NO more economical than the parts incor- 
porated in its design. 

2. When a designer has preliminary cost 
control assays and estimates beforehand, to 
eliminate unnecessary designs and estimates, 
the time conserved thereby advances the 
completion of a project. It also abolishes 
the need for hastily prepared incomplete 
drawings and specifications that’ must be 
revised and corrected endlessly. 


3. Too many projects are now abandoned 
or designs rejected by clients because of the 
exceedingly high bids received. Conse- 
quently, designing and estimating fees are 
left unpaid. This causes more expense for 
estimating, arbitration and law suits to settle 
these accounts. 


4. Contractors and subcontractors are 
now so overloaded by a multiplicity of 
separate estimates and alternates that they 
cannot give proper attention and time 
required for close and accurate estimating. 
This increases construction costs because it 
decreases competition. Furthermore, a 


contingent allowance must be added to 
cover risks involved on account of hasty 
estimating. In addition to the confusion 
created by numerous estimates and alter- 
nates requested, the construction buyer is 
also paying an excessively high overhead for 
estimating time unnecessarily wasted by the 
bidders. 


5. Due to a shortage of proficient de- 
signers, surveyors, and estimators now 
needed to cope with abnormal designing and 
estimating requirements, the compensation 
demanded by available but less experienced 
technicians is out of proportion to their 
economic value. This additional expense 
increases the already exorbitant building 
prices which discourage prospective buyers. 

6. There is very little, if any, incentive for 
proficiency in estimating when at least 90 
per cent. of the work done by analysts and 
estimators in contractors’ offices is unfruit- 
ful wasted effort. No other worker’s labour 
is spent so wantonly without satisfaction as 
that of an estimator. This situation urgently 
needs correction by abolishing duplication 
of surveys. 


Costs Out of Control 


After all the wasteful designing and 
bidding has taken place, neither designer, 
contractor nor owner has a _ positive 
means of controlling costs during the 
design, bidding or construction stages 
essential for economical results. Profes- 
sional assays, estimates, quantity analyses 
and appraisals are available to architects, 
engineers, designers, contractors and 
owners in need of cost-control data and 
surveys. The following recommenda- 
tions are made for utilization of such 
services: 


1. A cubage cost assay of the project 
should be made before the drawings are 
started. A preliminary estimate can then 
be prepared from tentative sketches and out- 
line specifications to provide cost data not at- 
tainable by cubage or square foot methods. 
Progressive cost data can be provided during 
the development of design, so providing the 
architect or engineer with cost changes due 
to modification of construction and materials 
suggested or required. Cost assays thus 
assist in making decisions and in keeping 
the project in balance with the preliminary 
cost estimate, budget or appropriation. 


2. A. detailed quantity analysis and 
appraisal should then be prepared by a 
reliable surveyor before completion of bid- 
ding document, so that final modifications 
can be made in advance of bidding to pre- 
vent the project cost from exceeding the 
contemplated amount. This _ procedure 
reduces bidders’ estimating to a minimum. 
Such an intermediate analysis and appraisal 
can serve to verify plans and specifications 
against errors and omissions. It will also 
confirm the contractors’ and subcontractors’ 
final bids. 


3. On completion of the drawings and 
specifications, it is recommended that a con- 
struction quantity analysis, used as a Pur- 
chase Requisition, accompany the bidding 
documents for the basis of bids and con- 
tracts. This is the only sound basis for 
awarding negotiated contracts to a selected 
builder without the usual bidding by several 
contractors. 


4. If a number of bids are required the 
Purchase Requisition will eliminate radical 
bidding and the necessity of each 


bidder having to prepare a_ separate 
quantity analysis. Such duplication of 
effort is extremely - wasteful because 


_ public or private projects. 


each analysis is limited to the use of 
one bidder only. Inasmuch as there are 
variations and  imaccuracies in each 
bidder’s quantity and quality analysis 
of requirements, the resulting quotations are 
not comparable. This form of competition 
is unfair and ineffective because it is not 
limited to price variations only, but rather 
to differences in quantity and quality. 


5. When a Purchase Requisition with 
quantity analysis is provided, it is very use- 
ful for verifying contractors’ payment requi- 
sitions and serves as basis for making plus 
and minus adjustments readily before and 
after contracts are awarded and projects 
completed. The cost of construction can be 
kept under control from the start of design 
to the completion of: project through co- 
operation with the surveyor. 


6. Should it be urgent to start construc- 
tion operations before the working drawings 
and specifications are ready, a blanket Pur- 
chase Requisition without quantities may be 
issued for some or all items in advance to 
expedite earlier award of contracts and com- 
pletion of the project. Before payment is 
made the quantity and quality of work com- 
pleted and in place is verified by the sur- 
veyor. 


7. The use of Purchase Requisitions will 
assure an even flow of projects into the mar- 
ket, thus stabilising employment and prices. 
It also provides a permanent record for re- 
valuation purposes. Such records are often 
impossible to reproduce accurately when the 
plans and specifications are Jost. 


The fee of a professional construction 
surveyor as a consultant on any project is 
only a fraction of the amount now wasted 
on needless and useless drafting, specify- 
ing, estimating, bidding and accounting. 
A schedule of fee rates and sum charges 
will be quoted in advance by any sur- 
veyor according to scope and type of 
survey required. 


Securing Co-operation 


Further suggestions for securing better 
co-operation within the industry to 
eliminate waste and provide more 
economical construction were developed 
through a poll of architects, engineers 
and contractors throughout the United 
States, conducted recently by the Con- 
struction Surveyors Institute. The com- 
pilation of replies resulting from that 
referendum indicates that: 


1. Nearly all responding were in favour 
of having basic drawings and specifica- 
tions fully completed before issuance to the 
bidders. 


2. Most bidders are opposed to the issu- 
ance of revised drawings and addenda for 
modifying or correcting the documents dur- 
ing the bidding period. 

3. Contractors generally are in favour of 
holding alternate bids to a minimum in order 
to avoid wasting the client’s money and the 
bidders’ time. When alternate bids are 
warranted, they should be additions rather 
than deductions to the base bid for securing 
economical results. 


4. Most general contractors are opposed 
to separation of bids and contracts on 
general construction, intermediate sub- 
contracts and mechanical trades on either 
Some do not 
object if they are properly compensated for 
the co-ordination of all contracts. Sub- 
contractors, however, favour the separation 
of their work from the general contract. 
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5. Bidders are in favour of pre-established 
due dates and open reading of competitive 
bids on public and private projects. 

6. Contractors prefer not to submit bids 
directly on, before or after a holiday for 


lack of sub-prices.. Often receipt of sub-. 


bids by next mail may result in a saving 
of several thousand dollars to the construc- 
tion buyer. 

7.. Nearly all contractors prefer bidding 
on: definitely .indicated pre-established 
quantities of work. Contractors should not 
be ‘asked to assume responsibility for rock 
excavation and other risky soil conditions 
without borings and _ specific quantity 
analysis, although they may not favour bid- 
ding on unit price contracts generally. 
Where a Purchase Requisition is issued indi- 
cating pre-established quantities of work, it 
need not be awarded as a unit price contract 
unless doing so is mutually acceptable. 


. 8. Most contractors favour bonds in lieu 
of certified checks fer guaranteeing their bid, 
if they must do so. An economical trans- 
action should not require bonding of any 
sort. To hold a bidder knowingly in error 
is to invite trouble and create waste. 

_ 9. Bidders and others instrumental in pre- 
paring quotations do not favour paying for 
bidding documents when their own services 
are rendered free of charge to prospective 
buyers. 

10. Contractors and sub-contractors are 
opposed to preparing or providing prelimin- 
ary and budget estimates without compensa- 
tion, Paying directly for reliable and useful 
information is more economical. 

11. About 50 per cent. of the architects 
and contractors were in favour of using a 
professional quantity analysis as a Purchase 
Requisition for the basis of bids and con- 
tracts. 

12. Many architects and contractors favour 
the awarding of a negotiated contract to a 
qualified selected builder on the basis of a 
quantity analysis and appraisal prepared or 
verified by a professional construction sur- 
veyor. 

{3. Ail branches of the industry favour 
the establishment of uniform terminology 
and methods in the preparation of estimates, 
quantity analyses, appraisals and Purchase 
Requisitions. 

14. Architects, surveyors and contractors 
favour payment for professional surveys 
directly by the construction buyer rather 
than as a part of the architect’s or designer’s 
fee, or pro-rating the charge amongst 
bidders. 

’ 15. It is generally favoured that quantity 
or construction surveyors, analysts, esti- 
mators, architects, engineers, and others who 
prepare Assays, Quantity Analyses, 
Appraisals and Purchase Requisitions should 
publicly register or advertise their pro- 
fessional qualifications and services openly. 


Economic Methods 


Application of the economic methods 
and practices advocated herein will con- 
serve billions of dollars now wasted. The 
construction industry is too gigantic to be 
halted by traditional practices, especially 
those which are found to be inefficient 
and uneconomical. Many progressive 
architects, engineers, designers, contrac- 
tors, and sub-contractors have been 
steadily increasing their utilization of 
surveys for the past forty years. How- 
ever, the demand for construction surveys 
of all types has increased about tenfold 
since 1945. Architects are the fastest 
growing users of professional surveys, for 
assaying, estimating, analysing, apprais- 
ing and attesting construction costs and 


verifying, requisitioning, auditing and 
supervising bids and contracts. 

It is undeniable that the construction 
industry is becoming more conscious of 
rapidly rising costs. Architects, in 
particular, are at present over-designing 
and demanding an excessive amount of 
estimating to be done by contractors, 
which indicates that they are cost- 
conscious to a fault. It appears that in 
the utilisation of any service or product, 
there first develops misuses and abuses 
before normal utilisation takes place. 
The increasing use of professional surveys 
generally, indicates a trend toward 
greater economy and progress with more 
stability for the construction industry in 
the years ahead. 


WAGES AND COSTS 


Statement by British 
Employers’ Confederation 


AGE increases and changes in terms 

of employment which would increase 
costs cannot be justified, said a statement 
issued by the British Employers’ Confedera- 
tion on October 24. 

The Confederation described this as their 
unanimous opinion, but made a possible 
exception of increases in an industry where 
advances had not been given during the last 
cycle of claims. It was repeatedly stated, 
said the Confederation, that prices had been 
forced up through the abolition of controls 
and the reduction of subsidies, and that 
wages had lagged behind. This was not 
correct, and, if not refuted, might have re- 
sults that would gravely injure the national 
economy. 

Indices of wages and prices published by 


the Ministry of Labour, the statement went. 


on, showed that retail prices had risen by 
57 per cent. since June, 1947, and weekly 
wage rates, to August of this year, by 64 
per cent. Between October, 1951, and 
August, 1956, the period during which con- 
trols had been relaxed and subsidies reduced, 
retail prices had risen by 22 per cent. and 
wages by 34 per cent. Changes in earnings 
had been even more marked — average 
hourly earnings had risen by 84 per cent. 
between April, 1947, and April, 1956. 

‘In industry as a whole,’ the statement 
continued, ‘wages are the largest single 
element in costs and a general increase in 
wages at the present time would be self- 
defeating. It would itself induce a further 
rise in prices.’ 

The United Kingdom was not exporting 
enough to safeguard her living standards and 
the competitive power of other nations was 
growing. Between 1950 and 1955 labour 
costs for each unit of output had risen by 
29 per cent., compared with 10 per cent. in 
the United States and 2 per cent. in Western 
Germany. Further wage increases would 
worsen the position and higher earnings 
could be justified only where they did not 
increase the cost of goods and services. 


The Credit Squeeze and 
Building 
AN assurance that the Government did 
not discriminate between private and 
public buildings in its credit restrictions was 
voiced by Sm EpwarpD BoyLe, MP. 
Economic Secretary to the Treasury, in 
Birmingham on October 26. ° 
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Sir Edward told members of the Birming- 
ham Association of Building Trades’ Em- 
ployers, at their annual dinner, that while 
it was true that there had been restraints on 
loan sanctions for new public building, 
private sanctions had not had an easy time 
either. Apart from the high rates of interest, 
there had been a tight curb on bank 
advances, and there was a further check 
through the operation of the Capital Issues 
Committee. 

‘Nobody today would find it any easier 
to borrow £100,000 to put up a new block of 
offices in one of our big cities than it is for 
a local authority to build a new swimming 
bath,’ Sir Edward said. 

It was absolutely essential, if Britain was 
to maintain its position in the world and if 
our standard of living was to be safeguarded, 
that inflation should be curbed. 

Mr. NiGcet HANNEN, president of the 
‘National Federation, said that while the 
Chancellor was causing the small -builder 
some anxiety, the trade was consoled by the 
thought that there was no contemplation of 
a return to controls. 

‘ The information available to the Federa- 
tion suggests that our slightly downward 
path has reached a new plateau as far as 
tenders for new work are concerned and a 
further descent seems likely to be deferred 
for a few months,’ he said. 

Mr. Hannen gave a warning about the 
dangers to the building trade of direct 
labour. ‘I will not pursue the subject 
because I understand that direct labour in 
this city is rather a controversial matter, but 
J would say that my federation believes that 
the immense task before the building 
industry can best be tackled by experienced 
contractors under competitive conditions.’ 


NFBTE’s ‘Full Support’ 


Speaking on the wages claim, Mr. Hannen 
said: ‘ The application of the operatives for 
an increase in wages of 4d, per hour, when 
received, must be considered against the 
background of the Government’s financial 
policy. The employers are the trustees, not 
only of the interests of the building owner, 
but of the interests of the industry and the 
nation. 

‘In this connection may I say that we 
fully support the excellent statement of the 
British Employers’ Confederation, and at 
the same time make it clear that that state- 
ment in no way affects our cost-of-living 
sliding scale agreement.’

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The Size of a Modular Component 


MR. BRUCE MARTIN’S PAPER 


THE problem of the actual sizes of 

components to be used in a modular 
system was discussed by MR. BRUCE 
MarTIN, AADipl, ARIBA, Head of 
Modular Co-ordination Studies, British 
Standards Institution, at a meeting of the 
Modular Society held in London on 
October 15. Following is a full account of 
his remarks. 

It is now nearly two years since I last 
spoke to you in this room. At that time 
the European Productivity Agency Pro- 
ject was just beginning and William 
Allen and myself were making our first 
contacts with the other members of the 
oroject. 

Since then, we have come to know each 
of them personally very well and the 
original team of experts has now become 
what is called, not without reason, ‘ The 
Working Group.’ 

You will already know a number of 
them by name. During the past year 
Lennart Bergvall has given a paper to our 
society and contributions from Dr. Wall- 
ner, Dr. Frommhold, Professor Ciribini 
and Mr. Kaare Heiberg have appeared 
in the ‘ Modular Quarterly.’ 

The differences of language and atti- 
tude in the group have proved to be one 
of its main assets, for any aspect of the 
subject, is subjected to the concentrated 
critical examination of individuals from 
every part of Europe, each with his own 
independent background: historical, cul- 
tural and technological. 

The richness and many-sidedness of the 
European culture together with the vision 
of a united Europe in the not too distant 
future has been a real stimulus to the 
development of the project. Some have 
attributed this to the place of our meet- 
ings; to the wine of France, the beer of 
Munich, the charm of Italy, and the fog 
of London. I would not deny their value 
these also are part of the European 
tradition—but it is the diversity of the 
European background of ideas that has 
helped this study forward. 


At the end of the first year’s work on 
the project, preparation of data on the 
subject was completed in the form of 
11 National Reports, and I am glad to 
be able to say tonight that the Inter- 
national Report summarising _ this 
material is now available: you can now 
go to HM Stationery Office for your copy 
of the EPA Report titled ‘ Modular Co- 
ordination in Building,’ which will cost 
you only 9s. [The report was summarised 
in The Builder of October 26.] 

Though this publication marks the 
formal conclusion of Phase I of an EPA 
project in which 13 countries are now 
taking part, work on Phase II has already 
begun. This is a two-year construction 
programme in which a number of experi- 
mental buildings will be built in each 
participating country to illustrate and test 
the principles laid down in the report. 
The report itself, on which I wish to base 
my talk this evening, is a summary of the 
information known on modular co- 
ordination up till 1955 and includes a 
detailed account and analysis of the data 
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for each of the different technical aspects 
of the theory. 

For the purposes of detailed exposition, 
each of the technical aspects has been 
examined separately. One of _ these 
specifically concerns the problem of the 
actual sizes of components to be used in 
a modular system-—a subject which has 
so far received little attention in the 
Transactions of the Modular Society— 
and I want to-night to discuss this sub- 
ject in greater detail to show its import- 
ance for the whole theory of modular 
co-ordination. 


Definition of Components 


Modular components are the necessary 
basis for any system of modular co- 
ordination. But before we can effectively 
consider what we mean by a modular 
component, we must first define most 
precisely the nature of components and 
their relation to building; and this can 
only be achieved if all the parts of a 
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building are satisfactorily analysed and 
then classified into their respective groups. 

In the talk which I gave to this society 
in January, 1955, [published in The 
Builder of January 14, 1955] on the 
classification of modern building material, 
I suggested that all parts of a building 
could be classified, in order of the build- 
ing process, into the following divisions: 
(i) materials; (ii) sections, units, and 
assemblies which are collectively called 
components, and (iii) functional elements 
and building systems. These divisions 
form three main groups; the materials 
which go to make the industrial products, 
the industrial products themselves, and 
those parts which result from an assembly 
of industrial products. Materizls as, for 
example, cement, sand, aggregate, paints, 
and adhesives, either possess no significant 
dimensions in themselves or are absorbed 
into the production of industrial products, 
that is, into sections, units and assemblies 
which are turned out of the factories as 
complete independent products. And 
since the dimensions of functional ele- 
ments and building systems derive solely 


from an assembly of these industrial - 


parts, components are, therefore, dis- 
tinguished from all the other parts of a 
building in that they are the only pro- 
ducts which are complete in themselves 
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and are mostly factory-made. For this 
reason, then, it is these parts, or com- 
ponents, which constitute the funda- 
mental vocabulary of modular building, 
and it is only their dimensions, therefore, 
which require to be modulated, that is to 
say, given sizes which are co-ordinated 
on the basis of a modular frame of 
reference (Fig. 1). 


Modular and Actual Size 


In the EPA report, a modular dimen- 
sion is defined-as a dimension which is a 
multiple of the module and it follows 
from this that a modular size is also a 
multiple of a module. The modular size 
describes the distance or space (i.e., 
modular space) between any two modular 
reference lines on the modular reference 
grid which are always by definition a 
module, or a multiple of a module, apart. 
This is, however, a purely analytical 
definition of a modular size; for it tells 
us nothing of its nature. There are a 
number of existing terms and concepts 
which are included in the idea of a modu- 
lar size (Fig. 2). 

The modular size is, by definition, one 
of a range of inter-related sizes. It is also 
a preferred or standard size, since it is 
one of a number of sizes especially 
chosen to bring about simplification (Fig. 


3). 
Furthermore, the modular size may be 
regarded as the nominal size for both 
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the component and for the space allotted 
to that component in the design or refer- 
ence grid of the building providing that 
the term ‘nominal size’ is understood 
here to refer to the overall size of the 
part including its joint. This is, of course, 
not a customary use of the term in the 
building industry today, where the term 
‘nominal size’ often refers to the re- 
quired size, an average size, or even an 
approximate size. 

The modular size is also a reference 
size, to which all references are made, 
and in this way it is also a basic size, 
since it is the basis or agreed starting 
point for the determination of the actual 
size of a component. 

Above all, therefore, the modular size 
must be recognised as a theoretic size, 
for it is defined as absolute. It may then 
be treated as the agreed unalterable base 
from which the actual component size 
and its tolerances are derived. 

What then is the actual size of a com- 
ponent? The actual size is the measured 
size of the component and is dependent 
upon the manufacturing processes in a 
production run: the properties of the 
material used, the wear of moulds, jigs 
and gauges, the accuracy of the measur- 
ing instruments employed, the unavoid- 
able inaccuracies arising out of the manu- 
facturing process, and thermal expansion. 
Furthermore, in deriving the actual size 
from its modular size account must be 
taken of the joint between one compon- 
ent and another. In a production run. 
therefore, the actual size differs from one 
component to the next and differs from 
the modular size by an amount which 
must allow for both a joint and manu- 
facturing tolerance. This latter is termed 
work tolerance in the EPA report. In 
order then for a component to become a 
modular component, the actual size must 
always be smaller than its modular size 
(Fig. 4). 


Tolerances 


In the building industry there has been 
until now no standard method of deter- 
mining the permissible variations of the 
size of a component. It is true that in 
standard specifications tolerances are 
often given, but the method of assessing 
and stating these tolerances varies as 
between one component and another, and 
from trade to trade. Sometimes, toler- 
ances are based on the overall size of the 
component and sometimes on a nominal 
size. Moreover, in either of these cases 


the tolerances may be specified in one of 
three ways: (1) The actual size shall not 
be more than a fixed amount above or 
below the required size. (ii) The actual 
size shall not exceed the required size. 
(iii) The actual size shall not be less than 
the required size. These different methods 
are derived from traditional practice in 
their respective fields and are not related 
to each other through any general theory. 
In other words, there is no agreed system 
of calculating tolerances. A study of the 
use of components on new buildings 
under construction shows that the actual 
sizes of a large number of them exceed 
their nominal sizes; for example, when 
laid, nominal 4-in. tiles may, in fact, 
measure 4} in. and be 4} in. centre to 
centre. The work tolerance and the joint 
thickness together produce dimensions 
which as measured on the job differ from 
those required. Furthermore, since the 
amount by which the actual size exceeds 
the nominal size varies from component 
to component, it is these variations which 
are the cause of much of the cutting and 
rearrangement of components at present 
necessitated on the site, to the detriment 
of the finished result.

It is obvious that this inchoate situa- 
tion must not be allowed to continue in 
a modern building industry where the 
new and evolving methods of assembly 
demand that components of different 
kinds are sized so that they can be fitted 
together easily, without further cutting 
or adjustnaent, on the site. At the present 
time, a component is said to be made to 
the correct size when its actual size lies 
between the assigned limits. In future, 
not only must the actual size be between 
assigned limits, but the limits themselves 
must be located within a frame of refer- 
ence (Fig. 5). } 

In the system of modular co-ordina- 
tion, then, a component may be defined 
as being of the correct size when its 
actual size is properly related to its own 
appropriate modular size; and this will 
necessitate the use of a general system of 
tolerances applicable throughout the 
whole of the building industry. 

Modular co-ordination, then, provides 
the necessary framework of reference for 
the determination of the modular size of 
each component; and the system of toler- 
ances is the means of achieving the limits 
for the actual size. The modular size 
is one of a range of interrelated modular 
sizes for components, and it is the size of 
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Limits 





the allotted space in the building which 
must not be exceeded by the component. 
And if the actual sizes are to be correctly 
related to their modular sizes, the system 
of tolerances may be said to be essential 
for the application of modular co- 
ordination to building. For should the 
actual size exceed the modular space, 
then a series of components will be found 
in practice to ‘creep’ so that there will 
not be sufficient space in the building for 
the next series of components. Complete 
assemblies and machine-made parts must, 
therefore, be made to known dimensions 
within definite limits properly located 
(Fig. 6). 


The Modular System of Tolerances 


The system of tolerances, then, is not 
concerned with the choice of a modular 
size for a particular component, as, for 
example, with a length of x in., but with 
locating the limits for the actual size of a 
component which is nominally x in. long. 
For this reason, in effecting a system of 
co-ordination, it will be necessary to 
standardise, not only the modular size, 
but also the limits for the actual size 
(Fig. 7). 

The theory of tolerances for modular 
co-ordination which I will now outline is 
described in detail in the EPA report: it 
lays down that the actual size of every 
component must be made so that its size 
lies between two limits. Now, in engineer- 
ing it has long been the usual practice to 
determine these limits by referring them 
to one basic measurement according to 
the engineering theories of limits and fits. 
With the building industry, on the other

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hand, although a part may be made be- 
tween certain limits the position of the 
limits themselves is left undefined and 
fortuitous because there is no agreed 
method of determining their position. In 
a system of modular co-ordination, how- 
ever, which is organised round a definite 
framework of reference, the position of 
the limits is easily determined by the 
condition that the component must not 
exceed the space allotted to it between the 
reference lines of the grid. The distance 
between two given lines thus becomes the 
modular dimension and the limits are 
then related to this reference dimension 
according to the particular characteristics 
of the component concerned. 

The upper modular deviation is the 
distance between the component and the 
modular plane. It is equal to the neces- 
ary minimum of joint thickness. The 
upper limit measurement for the com- 
ponent is the modular measurement 
minus the upper modular deviation. 

The work tolerance is determined as 
the distance between the limits within 
which the part can be manufactured. 

The lower limit’ measurement is then 
.he upper limit measurement minus the 
work tolerance. The lower modular de- 
viatian is the distance of the lower limit 
from the modular plane and must not 
exceed the maximum joint thickness. 

An example from the international re- 
port will serve to illustrate the applica- 
tion of this theory in a particular case. 
This is the Swedish recommendation for 
a modular door frame and door assembly 
in which the modular width is given as 
800 mm. The upper modular deviation 
has been established as 20 mm. and for 
purposes of manufacture there is to be a 
work tolerance of 6 mm. so that the 
upper limit measurement becomes 
780 mm. with limits of + 0 —6 mm. The 
door frame is made to fit the modular 
opening and the door to fit the frame. 
The door size, while being dependent on 
the door frame size, is not itself modular 
in this instance (Fig. 8). 

To sum up the theory of tolerances: 
we have seen that it is not practicable to 
produce a component to an exact size, 
that the actual measurement is dependent 
upon a variety of technical factors and 
that even in the production line of one 
type of component, the actual size of an 
individual component will differ from 
that of the next. Yet, as a finished pro- 
duct, a component cannot economically 
be cut or altered on the site. Therefore, 
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if it is to be assembled on the site without 
modification, a method is needed whereby 
its actual size will fall between agreed 
limits determined beforehand, and this is 
only possible within a framework of 
dimensional co-ordination. To achieve 
modular co-ordination we must accept the 
rule whereby the actual size of any com- 
ponent plus its joint must never exceed its 
modular size. 


Selection of Modular Sizes 


_ Since modular sizes for building com- 
ponents are also the reference sizes for 
the calculation of limits I will here briefly 
outline the conclusions described in the 
international report on methods and 
criteria for their selection. For the pur- 
poses of selection, the modular size is 
represented as a number and proposals 
are made for alternative ranges of related 
numbers; the application of a module to 
any one of these ranges will give a range 
of modular sizes for components. 

Bearing in mind that the modular 
range must cover the sizes between 
0—120 in., since the vast majority of the 
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existing sizes of components extend over 
this range, there are two main criteria for 
the selection of the modular sizes to be 
included. These are simplification, an 
essential contribution fo economic in- 
dustrial production, and additivity, a 
requirement of the building process 
(Fig. 9). 

Simplification is the reduction in the 
number of products in an industrial range 
to a workable minimum to assist produc- 
tion, distribution, and control. Additivity 
is the necessary condition that when any 
one size in the modular range is added to 
any other modular size, the resulting 
dimension must also be a size included in 
the modular range. Complete additivity, 
however, can only be achieved if all the 
multiples of a given size are included in 
the range, this size being the common 
factor or module. The use of a module 
as a common factor to a range of modu- 
lar sizes is thus a means of ensuring both 
additivity and a degree of simplification. 
The degree of simplification depends, 
therefore, upon the size chosen for the 
module, and for the purposes of the ex- 
perimental constructions in Phase II of 
the EPA project, the working group have 
reached the conclusion that a module of 
10 cm. will best satisfy the combined 
conditions of additivity and simplifica- 
tion, and also produce an adequate 
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correspondence between the resulting 
modular sizes and the existing nominal 
sizes of components. There is consider- 
able discussion on which range of sizes 
is most suitable for components, but 
much of this will be settled as the result 
of the practical and theoretical work in- 
cluded in the programme for the coming 
two years (Fig. 10). 


The Reference Framework 


Throughout this talk I have continu- 
ally referred to the modular reference 
framework as a basis for the sizing and 
positioning of modular components. A 
reference framework is, indeed, essential 
to the working of the whole theory of 
modular co-ordination, since, by means of 
its systems of reference lines, it is possible 
to define both the sizes of individual 
components and their positions in rela- 
tion to particular buildings. Although the 
use of reference grids is not common in 
architectural practice, I would like to out- 
line here the reference system which has 
been developed by the EPA countries. 


The fundamental reference grid used 
is the module grid in which the lines are 
all one module apart. Since, however, 
this spacing is too close for purposes of 
drawing at some scales and for setting 
out on the site, use is made of a modular 
grid, the lines of which may be any num- 
ber of modules apart. But the module 
grid remains the basic and universal grid 
to which all references must be made. In 
practice, however, modular grids are 
usually used and are of two kinds: com- 
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ponent grids and planning (or assembly) 
grids. The lines of a component grid 
bound the component and so determine 
its modular size and the size of its modu- 
lar space. The planning grid, on the other 
hand, is for positioning the components 
in a particuiar design; aS a relerence 
framework it enables each modular com- 
ponent to be located, and its position 
identified and carey relation to the 
components (Fig. 11). eae 
“— amlaaies a modular building, the 
planning grid is fundamental. Com- 
ponents are related to this grid since they 
are all modular, but the distances between 
them need not necessarily be modular. 
For example, where floor panels are 
carried on load-bearing walls or parti- 
tions, the face of the wall may be dis- 
placed from the planning grid by a sub- 
modular distance. 
Summary 

Modular co-ordination, then, directly 
implies the introduction into the building 
industry of a rational method of deter- 
mining the limits for the actual size of 
each component. Each component is no 
longer sized solely on its individual merits 
or in relation to certain other components 
or to a particular building system, each 
is given a standard modular size, since 
each is related to the common constant 
of all modular buildings, the module 
reference grid. ck 

The problems arising out of the present 
lack of dimensional order in component 
sizes can, it is felt by the EPA countries, 
be largely overcome by the acceptance 
and adoption by the building industry as 
a whole of a standard system of toler- 
ances. The adoption of such a system, 
however, will mean that in effect the 
existing sizes of almost every building 
component will require some slight 
adjustment. These alterations are neces- 
sary to the economic development of our 
industry, and will involve the careful in- 
vestigation for each and every component 
of both the work tolerances and the 
modular deviations required to locate 
actual sizes within fixed limits. © 

The maximum permissible size of a 
component will be its modular size, less 
its minimum necessary joint thickness; 
that is to say, the maximum permissible 
size will deviate from the modular size 
by this joint thickness—hence the term 
* modular deviation.’ And it follows from 
this that any limits for manufacture 
must always be down limits on this maxi- 
mum permissible component size. Further 
investigation will be concerned with the 
exact determination of modular devia- 
tions and work tolerances. We of the 
EPA project are going during the com- 
ing two years to study the modular devia- 
tions of components and this will form a 
substantial part of the work of Phase II. 
But, independently of this work, it should 
be possible, and I certainly believe it 
would be of immeasurable help, for you 
who are members of this society and in 
particular those of you who are manu- 
facturers to give your attention to the 
work tolerance or down limits required 
on what we will now call the maximum 
permissible size of each building com- 
ponent. I would like to end this talk by 
asking you to consider the system of 


tolerances I have outlined tonight and to 
see how it applies to your particular pro- 
ducts. 


SLUM CLEARANCE 
1956 Figures ‘Very Gratifying’ 


VERY gratifying figures for 1956, now 

becoming availabk, are fully consistent 
with the achievement of the local authorities’ 
target of demolishing 375,000 unfit houses in 
the first five years of the slum clearance 
campaign, said Mr. ENOCH POwELL, 
Parliamentary Secretary to the Ministry of 
Housing and Local Government, when he 
addressed the National Housing and Town 
Planning Conference at Brighton on October 
24. 

Mr. Powell continued: ‘I hope that 
nothing I have said so far about the promis- 
ing rate at which the slum clearance drive is 
developing will suggest that the Minister 
proposes to sit back complacently and just 
let things happen. Quite the contrary. He 
is on the look out for anything which will 
remove obstacles and produce an accelera- 
tion. As evidence I would mention the 
recent circular to local authorities setting out 
administrative changes and simplifications 
agreed, and in some cases suggested, by the 
local authority associations, and giving 
guidance on ways to accelerate the progress 
of slum clearance orders. Attention has been, 
and is still being given at the departmental 
end, to reducing the time necessary for 
getting these orders through the machine. 


‘In the second place, the Central Housing 
Advisory Committee have been asked to 
look at the problems of housing management 
inherent in slum clearance, and a report, 
which should be helpful to local authorities, 
prepared by a sub-committee under the 
chairmanship of Professor Mackintosh, will 
I hope, be published by the end of the year. 
Housing authorities have recognised, too, 
that their task will be facilitated by the im- 
proved terms of compensation in certain 
cases provided by the Act passed this year. 
I mention these points as evidence that the 
Government fully realise the need to keep 
the foot hard down on the accelerator. 


Uneven Distribution of Slums 


‘But progress is conditioned by certain 
very real physical factors which the members 
of this conference from their varied direct 
experience know only too well. If unfit 
houses were evenly distributed throughout 
the country, it would perhaps be possible to 
think of a number and double if. In fact 
that is not the case. So uneven is the distribu- 
tion of unfit houses that within the first five 
years of slum clearance fully half the housing 
authorifies in England and Wales plan to 
have got rid of all their unfit houses. Not so 
the areas less fortunately placed. 26 per 
cent. of all the unfit houses in the country 
are situated in the Manchester and Liver- 
pool conurbations alone, and if one throws 
in the West Midlands and the West Riding 
as well, that percentage rises to 43 per cent. 
In other words. practically half the unfit 
houses in the whole country are concentrated 
in those four areas.’ 

Turning to that aspect of house building 
which is concerned’ with increasing the 
nation’s stock of houses, Mr. Powell said 
that the suggestion was sometimes made 
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that local housing authorities should be 
assisted by being enabled to borrow from 
the Public Works Loan Board for thei: 
purposes at lower rates than those at which 
the Government was paying on the money 
which it borrowed itself. 

‘This, in effect, means a subsidy, but a 
subsidy both concealed and indiscriminate,’ 
he said. ‘But if a subsidy is required for 
general housing, it ought surely to be applied 
direct and not given by way of an artificial! 
cheapening of any of the factors, including 
interest rates, which go to make up the cost 
of a house.’ 

Summing-up, Mr. Powell said: ‘The 
picture of housing as I see it is of slum 
clearance as the great national priority 
accelerating at a rate which gives grounds 
for hope that the programmes of the local 
authorities wiil be fulfilled; of a need for 
additional houses which varies from one 
region to another and will present itself in 
clearer and truer perspective as the Govern- 
ment’s rent policy is implemented; and 
finally, of house-building to meet that addi- 
tional need continuing at a high rate, but 
with due regard to the economic circum- 
s‘ances of the nation 4s a whole, by which 
all aspects of its welfare must ultimately be 
governed.’ 


SUPPORT FOR GREEN BELT 
Kenilworth Demonstrations 


DEMONSTRATIONS by objectors to a hous- 
ing development scheme in a green-belt area 
marked a Ministry of Housing and Local 
Government inquiry at Kenilworth on 
October 25. Thomas Bates and Son Ltd., 
a firm of Coventry builders, was appealing 
against the refusal of Kenilworth Urban 
Council acting on behalf of the Warwick- 
shire County Planning authority to allow 60 
acres of land to be used for house building 
purposes. 

Residents attended the hearing in large 
numbers and there was much applause when 
Mr. J. H. OLDHAM, representing the County 
Council, said that by expanding over such 
“an enormous area’ Mr. Bates would be 
changing the character of Kenilworth from 
that of a country town. It would be made 
the starting point for an urban sprawl. 

The land is mainly on the Thickerton 
Farm, and the firm’s proposal is to build 
350 houses to accommodate 1,000 people. 
The houses would range in price from 
£2,000 to £5,000. 

The inspector, Mr. J. GREAVES, stated 
that he would report to the Minister. 


OBITUARY 
James Dallas, FRIBA 


THe death has occurred of Mr. James 
Dallas, FRIBA, former senior partner of 
Messrs. Dallas and Lloyd, architects, of 
Newhall-street, Birmingham. Mr. Dallas 
was the designer of many well-known build- 
ings in Birmingham. He was 82. 

Mr. Dallas started his career in the oflice 
of John G. Dunn and Hipkiss; he was later 
taken into partnership and eventually the 
firm became Dallas and Lloyd. The other 
partner retired a few years ago, but Mr. 
Dallas continued working until’ January of 
this year. He was the second oldest men- 
ber of the Birmingham and Five Counties 
Architectural Association, which he 
joined in 1896.

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IN PARLIAMENT 


By Our Parliamentary Correspondent 
‘End of Session’ Atmosphere 
; 


(THERE was very much an end of session 
atmosphere about ‘the House of 
Commons when MPs _ reassembled on 
Qctober 23 after the summer recess and, 
apart from one incident, little indication 
was given of the controversies to come. 

Indeed, not even pertinent questions 
about the propriety of announcing Govern- 
ment policy at political rallies instead of in 
Parliament, which bore particular reference 
to the statement at Llandudno about their 
intentions on rent control, could spark off 
anything more than good natured banter 
which, in a small measure, dispelled for a 
few moments the. desultory air of 
unreality. 

Mr. ARTHUR LEwis sought from the 
Prime Minister an assurance that such pro- 
nouncements would be made to the House of 
Commons, but Sik ANTHONY EDEN pointed 
out that political rallies were commonly the 
occasion for general statements of policy, 
and he did not think the Government had 
failed to keep the House fully informed of 
all matters of policy and legislation. 

The ‘bland repetition by Mr. Sanpys that 
the Government had come to the conclusion 
that, subject to necessary safeguards, rent 
control should be progressively abolished 
provoked no more than a passing cheer. 
What the future holds in store will be seen 
when the Government’s proposals are 
detailed to Parliament in the next session. 


Needs of Old People 


[AME IRENE WARD _ asked | the 
Minister of Housing and Local Govern- 
ment, on October 23, for a statement on the 
housing of the elderly arising from the 
recent inquiry. Mr. Brockway asked what 
action the Minister was taking to increase 
the provision of old people’s bungalows. 


Mr. Sanpys: About 1,300 local authori- 
ties, and several important voluntary organi- 
sations, have given me information about 
the accommodation which they are provid- 
ing for elderly persons. In addition, 
officials of my department, and of the 
Ministry of Health, have visited and 
reported upon 25 selected housing schemes 
(of different kinds). I have also discussed 
this whole problem with the Central Hous- 
ing Advisory Committee. 

Local authorities must, of course, decide 
for themselves what proportion of their 
house-building effort should be devoted to 
each section of their population. How- 
ever, as a result of the inquiry, I have 
decided to draw their attention to the 
importance of catering for the special 
requirements of elderly persons. 

A circular embodying a number of 
specific suggestions is being prepared and 
will be issued shortly. 

He added, in answer to further questions, 
that some suggestions about the provision 
cf bungalows for elderly people would be 
in the circular he was preparing. 

Mr. Mitcuison asked if the Minister 
would withdraw the cut he had made in the 
housing subsidies in these cases. 


Mr. SANDys: That is not at present in 
contemplation. 


Road Building Programme 


(THE Minister of Transport was asked for 

details of his road construction pro- 
gramme on October 24. Mr. GRESHAM 
Cooke wanted to know what plans existed 
to carry motorways into British cities as 
the economic needs and traffic problems of 
large cities demanded the construction of 
urban motorways. He suggested that the 
Ministry should collect sufficient data to 
provide a general foundation on which fur- 
ther urban motorways could be planned and 
built as required in the shortest possible 
time. 

Mr. HaROLD WATKINSON, in a written 
reply, stated that he was aware that urban 
motorways could make a contribution to 
the relief of traffic congestion in large cities. 
Plans so far approved for road improve- 
ments in Britain did not include urban 
motorways, but a review of the national 
highway system which was being under- 
taken by a special planning section of the 
department would include a_ thorough 
examination of the possibilities. 

To improve the Great North Road from 
London to Newcastle it was his intention to 
provide twin two-lane carriageways wherever 
a single two-lane carriageway now existed. 
At a later stage the existing sections of single 
three-lane carriageways would also be 
replaced by twin two-lane carriageways. 

The construction of a by-pass for the Med- 
way towns would be started as soon as he 
could fit it into his road programme, but 
he was not yet able to say when that would 
be possible. He had yet to conclude dis- 
cussions with the land interests involved. 

He was considering with the London 
County Council the possibilities and pro- 
blems raised by arranging for them to pro- 
ceed as quickly as possible with the neces- 
sary preliminaries for a fly-over south of 
Hammersmith Broadway, so that a start on 
its construction could be made as soon as 
possible. 


School Building Programme 


GIR DAVID ECCLES, Minister of Educa- 

tion, announced in the Commons on 
October 25 that 47 local authorities had 
made representations to him about the 
postponement of their school building pro- 
grammes. 

Miss ALICE BACON asked if the Minister 
would now let those authorities, who felt 
they could, go ahead with building, as he 
had said when he introduced circular 306 
that the postponement arose from building 
difficulties, or was it not a matter of build- 
ing difficulties but a part of the economy 
campaign? 

Sir Davip said that the programme for 
the current year was somewhat larger than 
it was last year, and it was clear that local 
authorities had as much work in hand as 
they could do. The postponement referred 
to the 1957-58 programme, and there was 
still time to see whether they could add to 
it if the general building situation improved. 

Mr. KING asked the Minister if, in view 
of protests by the Hampshire education 
committee and the Southampton education 
committee against circulars 301 and 306, he 
would modify his proposals about the cost 
a place of school buildings and on the build- 
ing programmes for the next two years. 

Sir Davip.—No. I am satisfied that good 
schools can still be built within the cost 
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limits in sufficient numbers to meet essen- 
tial needs. 

Mr. KING said that the Hampshire 
authority had protested that very morning 
about the economy cut which the Minister 
had imposed, especially when it was dis- 
covered that eight or nine schools had been 
cut out of the school building programme. 

THE MINISTER replied that in difficult 
cases he did allow exceptions, but saw no 
reason why the Hampshire authority could 
not, by efficient planning, build within: the 
cost limits. 

Mr. KING also asked the Minister what 
saving on average per school in the 1956-57 
programme would have to be made to 
achieve the £4m. which he expected to save 
by his decision in circular 301 not to 
increase the current cost limits of £154 and 
£264 for a primary and secondary place 
respectively. 

Sir Davip said that the £4m. represented 
the amount by which the value of the 1955- 
56 building programme would have had to 
be increased to offset the rise in prices since 
April, 1955. He could not usefully express 
that figure in terms of average saving per 
school. 

He added, in reply to another question, 
that he had been looking for substantial 
protests, but they had not come. His infor- 
mation was that all authorities were able by 
efficient methods to build within the costs. 
limits. 


Southampton Water Development 


(THE proposal to build, among other 

things, a new oil refinery in the vicinity 
of Southampton Water, provoked sharp 
criticism of the industrialisation of that area 
when the matter was discussed in the House 
of Lords on October 25. 

LoRD TEYNHAM, who drew attention to 
this question, reminded the House that fac- 
tories for synthetic rubber and chemicals 
were being erected alongside the Fawley 
refinery, Netley hospital was to be 
demolished to make way for further fac- 
tories and there would be a complete indus- 
trialisation of the area unless action was 
taken in time. 

Lorp Lucas OF CHILWORTH said that there 
was a project by the Monsanto chemical 
industry to build a factory alongside the 
Fawley refinery, the gases from which would 
be piped to the factory and would be used 
to start a new chemical plastic industry in 
Britain which would be exporting about 45 
per cent. of its production, the bulk of 
which had now to be imported from Ger- 
many. 

The international synthetic rubber com- 
pany, which would also be using the gases 
piped from the refinery, would produce, in 
a plant costing between £5m. and £8m.. 
about 50,000 tons of synthetic rubber a 
year, which was equivalent to existing im- 
ports from America. That would save about 
$30m. a year. The capital investment for 
the new refinery was about £35m. to £38m.. 
the bulk of it coming from America in 
dollars. He understood the Hampshire 
County Council were to build houses for 
another 10,000 employees. 

LorD MANcrort, Under Secretary, Home 
Office, replying for the Government, said 
that the Regent Oil Company who were the 
link with Caltex in the distribution of oil. 
was an American concern and had for some 
time been interested in the building of a 
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refinery in the United Kingdom. In 1951 
they applied for and were granted an indus- 
trial development certificate for a site near 
Hook. They did not proceed with the pro- 
ject, and the certificate lapsed. 

In May this year, after some preliminary 
discussions with the Board of Trade, they 
applied for ayother certificate for the same 
site and there followed some discussions 
with the company in which the possibilities 
of building a refinery elsewhere were care- 
fully examined. The Government agreed 
that the certificate should be granted on the 
clear understanding that planning permis- 
sion would subsequently be required. The 
certificate was issued on September 7, and 
the condition was made plain to the com- 
pany, as well as the fact that a public in- 
quiry was more than likely to be held. 

To date the company had not applied for 
planning permission, and the Minister of 
Housing and Local Government had direc- 
ted the Hampshire County Council to refer 
to him for his decision any such application 
that might be made. So far as was known 
the Hampshire County Council had not 
made up their minds, but before any final 
decision was reached a public local inquiry 
would have to be held. 

The fact that an industrial development 
certificate had been issued should not be 
taken as prima facie evidence that the 
Government were satisfied that there were 
good reasons for siting the refinery in that 
locality. The certificate was of no value 
unless planning permission was obtained. 
It must not be assumed that the .issue of a 
certificate would prejudice the ultimate deci- 
sion on planning permission. 

Since 1949 there had been more than 200 
cases of planning permission being refused 
after the issue of such a certificate. He 
could not give any indication what the ulti- 
mate decision of the Government would be 
until the inquiry *thad been held. It would 
be wrong to express any views the Govern- 
ment might have until that inquiry was com- 
pleted. The fact that the Government had 
granted the certificate after consideration 
might reasonably be taken as indicating 
their inclination to grant permission for the 
project. 


OTHER BUSINESS 
Rent Proposals 


Mr. FRANK ALLAUN asked the Minister 
of Housing and Local Government, on 
October 23, by how much he proposed to 
permit an increase in restricted rents. He 
also asked what action the Minister intended 
to take to ensure that increases in restricted 
rents were spent on repairing or improving 
the houses concerned before amending the 
Rent Restriction Acts ty permit such in- 
creases. 

Mr. Sanpys: A year ago I informed the 
sHouse that the Government had decided to 
review the provisions of the Rent Acts. This 
review is now compkted, and we have come 
to the conclusion that, subject to necessary 
safeguards, rent control should be progres- 
sively abolished. Our detailed proposals 
will be submitted to Parliament in due 
course. 

Housing Programme 

Mr. CLEDWYN HuGHES asked the Minister 
of Housing and Local Government for de- 
tails of the local authorities in England and 
Wales, which had resolved not to build any 


most 


further houses or flats for general needs. 
Mr. MacCo tt asked how many of the hous- 
ing programmes submitted to him by local 
authorities indicated an intention to cut 
down building for general need. 

Mr. SANDYS: In a circular sent out in 
July I asked housing authorities to let me 
know the number of tenders they proposed 
to let in the current financial year. 1 am 
still awaiting replies from a third of these 
authorities. 1 will publish the figures as 
soon as the returns are complete. 


Slum Clearance Progress 


WING-COMMANDER BULLUS_ asked the 
Minister of Housing and Local Government 
for a statement about the progress of slum 
clearance in England and Wales. 


Mr. SANDys.—During the first half of 
this year, some 17,000 slum dwellings were 
demolished or closed, and about 46,000 
people were rehoused. This is an increase 
of about 50 per cent. over the figures for 
the corresponding period of last year. Dur- 
ing the first nine months of this year local 
authorities have designated clearance areas 
involving more than 33,000 houses and more 
than 100,000 people, which is double the 
rate for last year. All these figures show 
that the slum clearance drive is steadily 
gathering momentum. 


WING-COMMANDER BULLUS said that the 
encouraging figures’ which the 
Minister had announced indicated that his 
decision to give a higher subsidy was correct 
and that that policy was paying. 


Local Government Organisation 


WING-COMMANDER BULLUS_ asked _ the 
Minister of Housing and Local Government 
what had been the general response of the 
authorities concerned to his White Paper 
on Loca] Government Reorganisation. 

Mr. SANDys.—Very few councils have as 
yet expressed opinions on the proposals in 
the White Paper. I expect to receive their 
views in due course through the local 
authority associations. 


Road Tunnel, Oxford 


Mr. A. J. Irvine asked the Minister of 
Housing and Local Government, what esti- 
mate he had received of the cost of a tunnel 
under the proposed road through Christ 
Church Meadows, Oxford. 


Mr. SaNpys.—I am advised that the 
capital cost of such a tunnel would be up- 
wards of £7m. Ventilation and pumping 
might cost about £100.000 a year. 

Mr. IRVINE asked why the Minister had 
not got available a firmer estimate for the 
House of a method which would avoid the 
proposed appalling damage to Oxford. Esti- 
mates had been reached which were under 
£2m. These were not anticipatory guess- 
work, but were based on a careful, pre- 
liminary investigation which had taken 
account of the character of the soil and 
other relevant factors. 

Mr. SANDys said he was sure that all the 
latest technical information had been taken 
into account in reaching the estimates. but 
he would arrange for Mr. Irvine’s figures to 
be checked by the experts. 

Sir RoBerRT BootHsy urged the Minister 
not to countenance any prodigal expend'- 
ture on tunnels in Oxford, but to stick tu the 
present proposals which were by far the 
best. 
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London Wall Preservation 


CAPTAIN PILKINGTON aSked the Minister of 
Housing and Local Government, to what 
extent those parts of London Wall, excavated 
since the war, would be preserved in the 
rebuilding of the City. 

Mr. SaNpDys.—In accordance with the 
London Development Plan the principal 
remains of the Roman Wall now exposed 
are to be preserved in open settings. 


Building Society Rates 


Mr. HAMILTON asked the “Chancellor of 
the Exchequer if he was aware of the in- 
creasing hardship imposed on people buying 
houses through building societies as a resuit 
of repeated increases in rates of interest ; 
and if he would introduce legislation to con- 
trol these rates and thus alleviate such hard- 
ship. 

Sik EpwarpD Boy e, Economic Secretary, 
Treasury, in a written reply on October 25, 
stated—No. The Chancellor cannot ask the 
House to insulate any particular class of 
borrower from the effects of monetary 
policy. 

Slum Clearance Compensation 

THe Housing (Payments for well-main- 
tained houses) Order, 1956, which increases 
the payment for unfit but well-maintained 
houses which are the subject of compulsory 
purchase order or clearance order under 
the Housing Act, 1936, from one and a 
half or three times the rateable value to 
four and a half or nine times that value 
was considered and approved by the House 
of Commons on October 29. The order 
has been made by the Minister of Housing 
and Local Government under powers con- 
ferred on him by the Slum Clearance (Com- 
pensation) Act, 1956. The increases to be 
made under Section 42 of the Act will relate 
to payments made before or after the 
coming into operation of the order, but 
not earlier than December 13, 1955. 


Frost Precautions 


THE MINISTER of Housing and Local 
Government announced in a written reply on 
October 30 that he was drawing attention 
of housing authorities and water undertakers 
to new materials and fittings which had 
proved capable of withstanding frost, and 
was sending them suggestions for reducing 
the risk of frost damage in existing houses 
at moderate cost. He was also writing to 
the professional and trade organisations most 
concerned to enlist their help in securing 
improvements in the design and layout of 
plumbing systems. In addition, a short TV 
film is being prepared to show people 
generally some simple precautions they can 
take in their own homes. He is also 
arranging for the demonstration of what 
might be called ‘a frost-proof house’ at the 
Ideal Home Exhibition next March. The 
Minister’s decision arises out of a survey cf 
frost damage in houses last winter which 
showed that 18 per cent. of nearly one 
million council houses had suffered damaze 
from frost, much of which was avoidab!:. 
He had also sent a circular to housing 
authorities and water undertakers recom- 
mending that water- by-laws should be 
brought into line with the recently issucd 
British Standard Code of Practice on frost 
precautions, and he has asked that action 
should be taken to improve co-operation 
between the water undertakers and building 
by-law authorities.

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MoHLG REPORT FOR 1955 


Emphasis on Slum Clearance and Overspill Problems 


(HE report of the Ministry of Housing 

and Local Government tor the year 
1955*, which was presented to Parliament 
by the Minister on October 23, includes 
details of the plans of local authorities 
tc sweep away the slums; the increase in 
private enterprise house-building; the 
future needs of town and _ country 
as indicated by the development plans 
under examination; and the extent and 
proposed solution of the ‘ overspill’ 
problem. The report is summarised 
below. 


Housing Policy 


The year 1955 saw a big change in 
housing policy. This was the decision, 
to which legislative effect has since been 
given in the Housing Subsidies Act, 1956, 
to substitute for one rate of subsidy, 
applicable to all kinds of housing need, 
different rates which would give more to 
houses built in replacement of slums or 
for the relief of congestion in over- 
crowded urban areas, than to houses built 
for general needs. The subsidy available 
for this last category was severely cut. 

Under the Housing Repairs and Rents 
Act, 1954, local autherities were required 
to submit, for the Minister’s approval, 
their proposals for dealing with slum 
houses in their area. Up to the end of 
the year over 500 proposals had received 
the Minister’s approval, with or without 
modifications. 

Of just over 13m. permanent houses in 
England). and Wales approximately 
850,000 (6.5 per cent.) were estimated to 
be unfit for human habitation. More 
than half the local authorities in the 
country indicated that they planned to 
clear all their slums in the first five years. 
The total number of houses to be cleared 
in this period—378,000—represents about 
44 per cent. of the estimated total of 
unfit houses. For the most part it is only 
those authorities with relatively. small 
programmes who expect to be able to 
complete them within five years: over 
the rest of the country the task will of 
necessity take a good deal longer. 


Unfit Houses 


Nearly half of all local authorities have 
less than 4 per cent. of unfit houses. At the 
other extreme nearly a-sixth report that 
more than 10 per cent. of their houses 
are unfit, while in a few cases the figure 
is more than 30 per cent. The main con- 
centrations of unfit houses are found in 
industrial areas which expanded rapidly. 
The Liverpool and Manchester conur- 
bations together contain about a quarter 
of all the houses estimated as unfit, and 
the London conurbation only about one- 
twentieth. 

In general the returns may be accepted 
aS giving a fair picture of the size of the 
problem, its local distribution and the 
initial attitude of the various authorities 
towards slum clearance: though it is 
»ossible that on closer study a number of

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authorities may find that they need to 
modity their proposals in the next few 
years. 

Although the main work of the year 
was the formulation of plans for the 
future, several authorities made progress 
with actual clearance. During 1955, 
692 Clearance Orders were confirmed 
involving 15,357 houses.. A total of 
75,918 people moved from unfit houses 
during the year. All these figures were 
higher than the corresponding figures for 
1954, and it is expected that the figures 
for 1956 will show a marked increase over 
those for 1955. 

Towards the end of the year the 
Minister announced changes in the pay- 
ment of compensation to owners of slum 
property, so that many owner-occupiers 
who had bought unfit houses at high 
prices during or since the war should not 
suffer severe hardship when their houses 
were demolished. 
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The house building programme con- 
tinued at a high level in 1955, though the 
figure of 235,UJU new permaneni Nouses 
compleied in England and Wales was 
somewhat lower than the peak figures re- 
corded in 1954. This was due in a large 
measure to the Government's deter- 
mination to adhere more closely to the 
figure of 300,000 houses a year for Great 
Britain at which they had aimed since 
1951. The number of houses built by 
private builders in England and Wales 
continued to increase. Altogether 
109,934 houses were completed—39 per 
cent. of the total number of houses built. 
The comparable figure for 1954 was 
87,755 or 28 per cent. of the total. While 
the part played by private enterprise in 
the national house building programme 
still cannot be compared with the pre- 
war position, substantial and encouraging 
progress has been made in recent years. 
Since 1951 the private enterprise share of 
the programme has more than trebled.

' £1,417 for a house of virtually identical 
size (911 sq. t..). This is a rise of only 
24 per cent. achieved despite the fact that 
the index of house building material 
prices was on average 5 per cent. higher 
in 1955 than in 1954, while the hourly 
earnings of building trade workers rose 
by nearly 9 per cent. between April, 1954, 
and April, 1955. ; 

The overall increase of only 24 per 
cent. resulted from a combination of 
factors — improvement in productivity, 
more use of mechanical plant, better 
organisation and management, and the 
restraint exercised by local authorities 
and the Department in the approval of 
tenders. 


Increase in Improvements 


It has been an essential part of the 
Government’s housing policy that the 
maximum use should be made of the 
existing stock of dwellings. This could 
be achieved by the modernisation of an 
old and perhaps sub-standard house (for 
example, by installing a modern, amenity, 
such as a hot water system) or by the 
conversion of a large old house into two 
or more separate dwellings. The Housing 
Act, 1949, provided for Exchequer 
assistance for owners who were prepared 
to improve or convert their property, but 
comparatively little use was made of the 
facilities available, and up to the end of 
March, 1954, only about 5,000 dwellings 
had been improved. The Housing Repairs 
and Rents Act, 1954. which came into 
operation on August 30, 1954, made 
changes in the conditions for the pay- 
ment of improvement grants. After that 
date, the number of dwellings for which 
improvement grants were given rose 
sharply, the monthly average over the 
period from September, 1954, to Decem- 
ber, 1955, being about 2,770. At the end 
of 1955 more than three-quarters of the 
local authorities in England and Wales 
were operating the improvement grants 
scheme. : 

The total number of dwellings for 
which grants were made in 1955 was 
36,423, as compared with 13,710 in 1954. 
The expanding trend recorded in 1954 
was maintained on an increasing scale up 
to July, 1955, when a peak figure of over 
4,000 grants was reached. After that date 
there was a fall in the monthly figures, 
especially in the last month of the vear. 
This movement was not unexpected, in 
view of the greater borrowing difficulties 
and dearer money conditions which pre- 
vailed in the latter part of the year. 

Most of the grants so far given cover 
the provision of a bath and hot-water 
system; and more than half the grants 
have been for houses in rural areas. 


Local Government 


The main development in this very 
extensive field in 1955 was the introduc- 
tion of the comprehensive Clean Air 
Bill in July (thé Bill received the Royal 
Assent in July. 1956). It put into effect 
the general policy recommended in the 
Beaver Report for dealing with the 
important p-oblem of: ‘ smog.’ 

During the year progress was made 
with the problem of local government 


reorganisation and, following discussions 
with representatives of the local authority 
associations, at which they were able to 
agree On some common proposals, the 
Queen’s Speech announced that this 
problem was being examined by the 
Government with a view to legislation. 

The year saw a marked increase in the 
volume of capital expenditure authorised. 
for the miscellaneous local government 
services. 

The main development as regards the 
Department's civil defence functions 
during 1955 was the progress made in 
reviewing the existing evacuation plan. 

The drought in the second half of the 
year caused a shortage of water in 
various parts of the country, while there 
was no slackening in the ever-increasing 
demand for water. The need for speeding 
up the regrouping of water undertakings 
so as to increase the efficiency of the 
water industry, and improve its power to 
meet the calls upon it, was thus among 
the foremost of the Minister’s concerns 
in this. field. 


For sewerage and sewage disposal, the 
expenditure authorised showed a marked 
increase over that of previous years, 
especially in rural areas, the emphasis 
shifting from water supply. The need for 
improved sewerage and sewage disposal 
remains very great; but it is impossible to 
make any sudden and substantial advance 
in so widespread and costly a service. 
High prices, and the need for economy in 
capital expenditure constitute a con- 
tinuing brake on development. 

At the end of 1955 there were over 
1.000 water undertakings in England and 
Wales, many of which lacked the 
resources to meet all the demands that 
might be made on them under modern 
conditions. No compulsory Orders for 
regrouping were made during the year, 
but seven Orders for voluntary regroup- 
ings were made. 

The Kent Water Act, which received 
the Roval Assent on July 27, 1955, came 
into full operation on April 1, 1956. 
The Act provides for the setting up of 
three new water boards and for the 
expansion of four company and two local 
authority undertakings by the acquisition 
of other undertakings. It reduces the 
total number of undertakings in the 
county from 31 to 14. Proposals for 


substantial regrouping wete under con- 


sideration in a number of counties 
including Cornwall. Devon. Hereford- 
shire, Yorkshire and Lincolnshire. 


Planning 


In all the miscellany of planning work 
carried on in the Ministry there are two 
distinctions which may usefully be drawn. 

The first is between the establishment 
of planning policies and the carrying out 
of those policies in day-to-day work. 
Planning policy only has meaning when 
it is appvlied to areas; the development 
plans of the local planning authorities 
contain the statements of policy. One of 
the main tasks of the Department 
throughout the vear has been the adjust- 
ment. modification and approval of the 
development plans submitted. The 
importance of these plans is not merely 
that they cause the authorities to think 


nificant, and planning for .the futu: 
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forward about the needs of their areas 
or their own need for land, or that they 
cause the Ministry to think about the 
harmonising of the policies of neighbour- 
ing areas; for the public their main 
importance is that they comprise a public 
statement of the policy according ‘o 
which day-to-day planning control in tie 
area is to be exercised. 

The Ministry’s part in this day-to-day 
control has constituted its second man 
task. It has dealt with more appeals then 
in any previous year, though the propor- 
tion of appeals to applications has, on tlie 
evidence available, not increased. Mcst 
appeals are unspectacular and have liti'e 
effect on the broad picture of total 
development. Yet it is by the cumulative 
result of planning decisions that the 
regulating effect of planning policy is 
brought about. 


Os War-damaged Cities 


The other main distinction which can 

be drawn is between the regulatory effecis 
of planning control and the more positive 
efforts of local planning authorities, with 
the advice and assistance of the Ministry, 
to bring about improvements. The big- 
gest tasks here continue to be reshaping 
and redeveloping of the centres of big 
cities, particularly war-damaged cities, 
and the provision of homes and 
work for those who cannot be accom- 
modated within the cities when _ re- 
developed—the problem of ‘ overspill.’ 
_ Consideration of development plans 
submitted under the Town and Country 
Planning Act, 1947, was a major pre- 
occupation of the Department. A further 
25 plans were approved, and by the end 
of the year 80, well over half of the plans 
for the whole country, had _ been 
approved. 

Development plans are concerned, first 
and foremost, with remedying the defects 
of environment created during the nine- 
teenth century. The twin tasks of reducing 
congestion and rebuilding are clear, 
though difficult and long term. In the 
second place, the reaction of the twentieth 
century to the legacy of its predecessor 
has produced other defects of environ- 
ment—sprawl into the countryside 
around and between the old towns, dis- 
ruption of compact communities and a 
wasteful daily movement to work. 


Shaping the Future 


The plans have a third object—to pre- 
pare for the future. The environment 
must be changed in harmony with the 
shifting pattern of national and _ local 
life. Failure to anticipate the needs of 
the future may create problems for 
future generations no less serious and 
difficult than those inherited from the 
past. In the last two decades the whole 
basis of policy has been changed by the 
war, the transition from a relatively easy 
to a strained economy, the new system of 
education, higher standards of living, 
new products, new methods of productic-n 
and rising demands for power, water and 
transport. The next few decades ave 
likely to produce changes equally si 
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cannot, therefore, afford to be rigid; :

An analysis of the plans submitted 
suggests that in the 20 years for which 
they are designed about 500,000 addi- 
tional acres of land may be required in 
England and Wales for all urban pur- 
poses—housing, industry, schools and 
open spaces, as well as for commerce 
and civic needs, etc-—and for minerals. 
In some areas little or no _ further 
reconstruction or decentralisation may be 
necessary when the 20 years are up. In 
others, however, ‘there will still be much 
to do. The solution of the longer term 
problems of environment has to be 
pursued against a background of change 
in the nature and location of industrial 
production, in the flow of capital invest- 
ment and in the steps taken to meet the 
rapid increase in the demand for power. 
Many such changes cannot be predicted 
with certainty, and many cannot be pre- 
dicted at all. The worth of a plan does 
not lie so much in guessing correctly as 
in being adaptable enough to take advan- 
tage of changes, as they occur, to secure 
its main purpose—the improvement of 
the environment in which people live and 
work. 


London Development Plan 


The most important plan in the Greater 
London Region, that for the County of 
London, was approved by the Minister, 
with modifications, on March 7, 1955. In 
his letter approving the plan the Minister 
referred to the fact that congestion was 
the root cause of most of London’s plan- 
ning problems and he endorsed the 
County Council’s intention to purchase, 
within the limits of their resources, vaca- 
ted factory premises in order to ensure 
that they would not be re-occupied by 
other firms coming into London. An 
important modification to the plan was 
the deletion of the detailed proposals for 
comprehensive re-development of the 
war damaged area around St. Paul’s 
Cathedral, as the Minister was not satis- 
fied that full opportunity had been taken 
to provide a truly worthy setting for St. 
Paul’s. 

Following the approval of the plan the 
Minister asked both the London County 
Council and the City Corporation to con- 
duct surveys into the amount of actual 
and proposed office building in central 
London. The reports, which were 
received after the end of the period under 
review, showed that in the City planning 
permissions since the war represented a 
net increase of one-third in office floor 
space compared with pre-war. They 
prompted the question whether more 
office projects had not come forward and 
had been approved than would meet the 
demand; and they also gave a clear warn- 
ing that further steps would be necessary 
to deal with congestion in the central 
areas. 

Two other development plans—that for 
Leeds, a county borough with problems 
of overcrowding and congestion, and the 
one for the Parts of Lindsey (Lincoln- 
shire), a predominantly agricultural 
county, are discussed in detail. 


One of the most difficult problems in 
the planning field arises from the need to 


provide for ‘ overspill’ population from 
the congested areas of Greater London 
and the larger provincial cities. The 
success of the plans for much-needed 
redevelopment in the large cities in a way 
which provides tolerable living and 
working conditions, while at the same 
time restraining the sprawl ef the built-up 
areas, depends on satisfactory arrange- 
ments being made for a _ continuous 
migration over a considerable period of 
substantial numbers of people, and also 
of employment. 


Re-housing Needs 


It has been estimated that rather more 
than 400,000 persons in Greater London 
should be rehoused in places beyond the 
Metropolitan Green Belt over the next 15 
years. With regard to other big cities, 
it is agreed that in the long term about 
200,000 persons must eventually move out 
from Birmingham, and approximately 
the same number from Manchester, with 
about 160,000 from Liverpool, and about 
70,000 each from Leeds and Sheffield. 

In addition to the out-county estates 
of the London County Council, the eight 
New Towns which are being built to 
receive population and industry from 
London, had up to December, 1955, 
accommodated some 72,000 Londoners, 
and may be expected to take about twice 
as many again by the time they are com- 
pleted. For the rest of the London ‘ over- 
spill’ and to relieve provincial cities, it is 
necessary to rely on arrangements being 
made under the Town Development Act, 
1952, between the authorities of the con- 
gested cities and those of suitable small 
towns for the transfer of population and 
employment. 

In August the Minister announced that 
so far as industrial location was con- 
cerned he would give sympathetic con- 
sideration for the expansion of towns 
beyond the Metropolitan Green Be!t in 
Kent, Sussex, Hampshire, Berkshire, 
Buckinghamshire, Huntingdonshire, Bed- 
fordshire, Cambridgeshire, Isle of Ely, 
Norfolk, Suffolk, Essex, Surrey, Hertford- 
shire, and South East Oxfordshire, and 
the London County Council are now 
negotiating with several authorities in 
these counties. Further progress was 
made with the schemes already started 
at Bletch'ey and Swindon. 

Many of the congested provincial 
towns have been negotiating with the 
authorities of neighbouring areas. 
Examples of progress are quoted from 
Manchester, Salford, Liverpool, Birming- 
ham, Bristol, Wolverhampton and 
Walsall. 


Rebuilding Central. Areas 


The year saw increased activity in the 
rebuilding of central areas. 

The easing of traffic congestion 1s 
probably the first aim of all central area 
schemes. Relief and ring roads with rear 
access ways for unloading in commercial 
areas are features of most central areas 
undergoing reconstruction. More public 
car parks are being provided. 

The second main aim of central area 
replanning is the disentangling of land 
uses. As redevelopment proceeds the 
majority of unsuitable uses are being re- 
accommodated locally on other sites and 
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in new buildings with adequate light, air 
and other amenities. 

The bulk of redevelopment is in the 
form of shops, offices and commercial 
buildings, w.th an occasional cinema, 
technical college or telephone exchange. 
Department stores and national multiple 
shops are responsible for a high pro- 
portion of the new buildings to be seen 
in town centres to-day. 

Progress in the redevelopment of 
London, Birmingham, Coventry, Exeter, 
Plymouth, Southampton and Portsmouth 
is described. 


Green Belts 


In April, 1955 the Minister in a state- 
ment in the House of Commons asked 
all planning authorities to give further 
consideration to the provision of green 
belts round large urban areas, and in 
a circular in August he asked them to 
submit sketch plans which could later be 
incorporated into development plans. 

By the end of the year sketch plans had 
been submitted for the greater part of 
the green belts for three of the major 
provincial conurbations—the Manchester 
conurbation, Merseyside and the Black 
Country. 

Elsewhere, proposals had been received 
for part of a Bristol green belt, for part 
of a Sheffield green belt, and for the 
southern portion of a Tyneside green belt. 

Proposals had also been received for a 
comprehensive system of green belts 
throughout County Durham, for part of 
the open country between Derby and 
Nottingham, for green belts to north and 
south of the Tees, and for green belts 
for Southampton and Scarborough. 

Although the number of appeals re- 
ceived remained fairly steady at about 500 
a month during the early months of 1955, 
the upward trend which had _ been 
apparent since 1953 was resumed during 
the summer, and the year’s total of 6,553 
was the highest recorded. The main cause 
for this continuing rise in the number of 
appeals is almost certainly the increase 
in private building activity, following the 
disappearance of building licensing, 
coupled with a shortage of building land 
in some of the areas of greatest demand. 

The amount of land now being taken 
in England and Wales for surface mineral 
working, excluding coal, is estimated at 
3,000 acres a year, which is about one- 
eighth of the land required for all other 
forms of surface development. Despite 
the vast increase in production over the 
past 30 years in all the main mineral 
fie'ds, the number of separate quarries 
has shown a marked decrease, with the 
exception of gravel workings, where out- 
put from double the number of pits is 
25 times that of 1922. Production of all 
minerals is now mainly concentrated in 
large units, equipped with costly plant, 
which require substantial areas of land 
to maintain production at an efficient 
and economic level. 


New Towns 


During the year no fresh New Towns 
were designated, and no changes were 
made in the area or proposed population 
of any of the existing towns. Certain 
changes in the local government structure, 
however, came into operation in April. 
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The Urban District of Corby was exten- 
ded to include the area added to the new 
town; a new urban district of Harlow and 
a new parish of Bracknell came into 
existence; and the increasing importance 
of Basildon in the Urban District of 
Billericay was recognised in a change of 
that district’s name. 


A paragraph in the report of the 
Harlow Development Corporation drew 
attention to the unusual age structure 
which is growing up in Harlow, and 
which seems likely to cause a progressive 
rise in the population for many years to 
come. This meant, the corporation sug- 
gested, that they should stop building 
houses some time before the target popu- 
lation envisaged in the Master Plan was 
reached. The situation at Harlow seems 
to be typical of all the London New 
Towns, and the issues it raises are recog- 
nised to be of great importance, and are 
being discussed between the Department 
and the corporations. Research is 
being made into the age structure of the 
provincial towns, which may produce a 
different pattern in view of the different 
purposes for which they were established. 


Local Government Finance 


As was to be expected, the new 
valuation lists which were published at 
the end of December, and are the first for 
over 20 years, reveal big increases in rate- 
able values in almost alf areas. The wide 
variations between different areas in the 
size of the increases suggest that inequali- 
ties in the levels of assessment in the old 
lists were at least as serious and wide- 
spread as had been supposed. The intro- 
duction of the new lists, apart from its 
effects on. individual ratepayers, has 
brought about great changes in the inci- 
dence of county precepts and in the distri- 
bution of Exchequer grants. It will, in 
fact, open a new chapter in local finance. 


Another event of importance during 
the year was the announcement by the 
Minister in the House of Commons on 
March 22 that a review of local govern- 
ment finance was to take place. This will 
ea first comprehensive review since 


Other important events were the issue 
on October 26 of a message to all local 
authorities, signed jointly by the Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer and the Minister, 
calling for economies in both capital and 
revenue expenditure; and the announce- 
ment by the Chancellor on the same day 
of a new policy for restricting borrowing 
from the Public Works Loan Board. 


Wales 


_ During 1955 new issues were raised 
in both housing and water supply. 


In housing the concentration of 
attention on slum clearance raised 
special issues in the rural areas on 
account of the large number of unfit farm 


houses in relatively remote situations, and. 


the. number of small farms owned by 
people of very limited means.. The Mid- 
Wales Report of the Welsh Agricultural 
Land Sub-Commission, published in 
December, made recommendations about 
both housing and water supply in connec- 
tion with its other recommendations for 
the rehabilitation of the economy of rural 


Wales. This report was under considera- 
tion at the end of the year. 


A number of Welsh rural authorities 
have difficulty in securing contractors for 
house building, and prices tend to be high 
on account of the expense of transport. 
At the end of the year attempts were 
being made to overcome these difficulties. 
The urban authorities of Wales, begin- 
ning their preparations for slum clear- 
ance, were also seriously concerned about 
rising costs. This led to a widespread 
review of rents and increased interest in 
differential rent schemes. 


» Water Supplies 


Recent proposals by English authorities 
to seek fresh sources of water supply in 
Wales have given rise to some apprehen- 
sion in parts of Wales that local sources 
of supply, which might ultimately be 
wanted to meet local needs, might not be 
available when required, because. they 
have been developed already by distant 
authorities. This sort of problem is one 
which the Department keep very much 
in mind before approval is given to a 
new scheme. 

Slum clearance proposals submitted by 
the Welsh local authorities showed that 
the estimated number of unfit houses was 
40,048, and that it was proposed to 
demolish 20,515 houses within the first 
five years. The corresponding figures for 
rural district councils only were 17,744 
and 9,566. 


Isolated cottages on smallholdings 
present a difficult problem since the 
families must live on the spot, and even if 
other land is available there to rehouse 
them, the cost of a new house and 
modern conveniences is often prohibitive. 
Again, some people who are now occupy- 
ing unfit houses at low rentals are unwil- 
ling to leave them for new council houses 
at higher rents. Increased rents and 
ability of the persons to pay them are 
important considerations, but the public 
health aspect of this problem is one which 
must not be overlooked. Furthermore, it 
is not unusual to find families which 
moved reluctantly to new council houses 
soon reach the conclusion that the extra 
cost in rent is money well spent, and that 
they would not like to go back to the 
old conditions. 


Holiday Development 


During the period under review the 
Minister received development plans for 
the County Borough of Swansea, and the 
County of Monmouth, and approved the 
plans for the counties of Anglesey and 
Merioneth with minor modifications only. 


So far the only plans approved have 
been those of rural counties, where major 


development is not expected, and where 


the towns are small and_ industrial 
development, in particular, is generally 
on a small scale. This easily leads to an 
under-estimate of the importance of 
planning in such areas. The difficulty of 
providing for the expansion of holiday 
development along the coasts, while 
maintaining the beauty which attracts 
people there for their holidays, is one 
example of the need and importance of 
planning for development in the rural 
areas.

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ERECTION OF GARAGES 
BY LOCAL AUTHORITIES 


New Powers Sought 


NEw powers for local authorities to pro- 

vide sites for the erection of garages 
and to erect and maintain garages for letting 
to private individuals are being sought by 
the town planning committee of the Associa. 
tion of Municipal Corporations. - 

The committee says in a report that it has 
written to more than 400 town clerks on this, 
and is satistied that the majority of councils 
are in favour of*local authorities being given 
powers of this type. 

‘We approached the Minister earlier on 
this question and were told there was 
insufficient evidence of need for granting 
local authorities these general powers,’ a 
spokesman for the association stated. 

“We deferred consideration to enable us 
to obtain details from member corporations 
about the demand for private garages and 
whether these powers would be used if the 
Minister could be persuaded to introdyce 
legislation. More than 150 members told 
us that they would welcome or support the 
introduction of legislation, although a few 
suggested that certain safeguards might be 
necessary. 

‘Some 50 members were not in favour of 
legislation on the lines proposed and a 
number of these considered the provision of 
garages for private individuals to be a matter 
for private enterprise. A few others 
appeared to be influenced in their decision 
by the fact that. in any event, the shortage 
of land in their areas and the high cost of 
site preparation would prevent their exercis- 
ing any power which might be granted.’ 


THE SIZE OF A KITCHEN 
Council’s Dispute with Ministry 


DesicN of houses for Black Country 
families is a job for a local man and not a 
Ministry official in London, Brierley Hill 
Council decided at its meeting on 
October 25. 

It is largely, it seems, a question of the 
size of the kitchen and Black Country 
tradition demands a kitchen big enough to 
live in and not a modern kitchenette. The 
Brierley Hill Council protested to the 
Ministry of Housing about the Ministry’s 
refusal to approve plans for 50 houses re- 
designed by the council’s architect, MR. J. R. 
Moore, to include a big kitchen and smaller 
dining room. 

The Ministry’s opposition to the re- 
designed houses is that the living room 
would be 20 sq. ft. below the minimum 
recommended in the Ministry’s housing 
manual.

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SUPERVISORY AND MANAGEMENT TRAINING EASTERN FEDERATION 
IN THE SMALLER FIRM 


Experiences of the Eastern Federation 


AN attempt to answer the difficult 
e question of what is the best medium 
for training supervisors and managers in 
the smaller building firms was made, by 
Mr. R.° W. Porter, MBE, Director, 
Eastern Federation of Building Trades 
Employers, when he spoke on this subject 
at the British Institute of Management's 
conference, which concludes at Harrogate 
to-day (November 2), on “ Management— 
Profits—Living Standards.’ After giving 
details of the various courses arranged 
by the Eastern Federation to increase the 
efficiency of management, Mr. Porter 
continued: ; 

- In the evolution of this programme it 
will be seen that an endeavour has been 
made to cover management at four levels 
—the trainee, the foreman or supervisor, 
the small master man and the senior 
executive of the larger firm. 


One great weakness on the manage- 
ment, side of building appeared to be in- 
adequate financial control. One aspect 
of this—cost ascertainment and control— 
formed the subject of a series of one-day 
courses in 12 different centres in the 
winter of 1955-56. Over 350 member 
firms were represented, and although the 
brevity of the course (five hours), and 
the diversity in the size and scope of 
operation of firms attending, necessarily 
placed a limit on the usefulness of this 
venture, the attention of those attending 
was focused on the importance of this 
aspect of management and the benefits 
which could be derived from devoting 
more time and trouble to financial 
records. 


Have these courses proved of real 
value and fulfilled their original purpose 
of increasing efficiency in management 
with higher output and lower prices? Or 
have they merely been pleasant and 
stimulating periods of good fellowship 
with no noticeable impact on everyday 
work? To say that the training pro- 
gramme has so far had a real bearing on 
overall production would be to overvalue 
the courses and underestimate the need. 
What the courses have certainly done is 
to have drawn attention to the import- 
ance of management and indicated some 
ways in which it might be improved. If 
all who have attended have appreciated 
this and resolved to equip themselves 
better to grapple with the problems man- 
agement presents, then the results have 
been worth while. 


What of the need? Since virtually no 
practical training had been given in this 
field before these courses were inaugur- 
ated, the scope is obviously immense. We 
are conscious that we have only touched 
the fringe and that our future task is 
to maintain interest and enthusiasm, 
provide progressive studies for those 
already reached, and draw into the ambit 
of our programme the many not yet 
taking part in it. 

_ ‘here are, however, several encourag- 
Ing signs.. General foremen have put into 


practice lessons learned on the course. 
Employers also report that they have been 
approached by some Of their foremen to 
alter a certain procedure or practice ‘ as 
recommended at the course at...’ Fore- 
men attending courses have asked the 
federation to organise similar week-ends 
on other subjects. Winter meetings and 
discussion groups in the main centres 
have also been requested and these are 
now being arranged. 


The most encouraging feature, how- 
ever, has been the quickening interest at 
all levels in training generally and the 
growing appreciation among member 
firms of the importance of the manage- 
ment function. 


From the outset the greatest interest 
has been shown in our training pro- 
gramme by the Government departments, 
educationists and the Press. 


The Follow-up 


Having awakened interest, how can it 
be maintained? Obviously, the benefit of 
an isolated course will rapidly diminish 
with time and the need is to keep build- 
ing on the foundation which has been 
laid. 


What of the technical colleges? Here 
we have been at pains to assure our good 
friends in technical education that we 
have not sought to invade their domain 
and that wifh such a tremendous need 
there is scope for us all to contribute in 
the various ways open to us. At a profit- 
able meeting with the principals of tech- 
nical colleges in our region in July of this 
year we established a valuable under- 
standing whereby colleges might follow 
up our week-end courses with more sys- 
tematic instruction during the winter. We 
felt, and the college principals generally 
agreed, that a brief series held one night 
per week for six weeks would be most 
suitable for foremen seeking courses of 
study to supplement their existing know- 
ledge. ' Full agreement was reached on the 
importance of informal discussion as the 
medium for instruction. 


The Future 


The process of building and consolidat- 
ing must go on, and some indication of 
our plans for next year has been given. A 
full-time training officer has been ap- 
pointed and this we feel is an important 
step forward. Roughly 10 per cent. of 
the federation’s annual expenditure is 
now being devoted to this training pro- 
gramme. 


We have been encouraged to see others 
follow our lead, but we are conscious of 
how little we have done and how much 
there is to be done. 


* 

A variety of difficulties have been 
encountered and met. Where we have 
made mistakes we have sought to profit 
by them and avoid their repetition. Above 
all, we have preferred realities to theories. 
Perhaps in some small way what we have 
done may be of value to others. 


Training Programme, 1957 


FPOLLOWING the success of the 1956 

training programme the _ Eastern 
Federation of Building Trades Employers, 
95, Tenison-road, Cambridge, has announced 
its proposals for courses to be held next 
year. 


The week-end residential courses for 
builders’ foremen will be repeated. this time 
at Wansfell College, Theydon Bois, Essex, 
in February; St. Edmund’s House, Cam- 
bridge, in March; and Wymondham College, 
Norfolk, in May. In addition, later in the 
years there is to be a Stage II Course at 
Belstead House, Ipswich, for those who have 
already attended a Stage I course, Work 
Study, Mechanisation ‘and New Methods 
being the main subjects. 


An innovation next year will be two week- 
end courses for the smaller. builder. These 
are being held at Pendley Manor, Tring, 
Herts, in February, and the Westcliff Hotel, 
Clacton-on-Sea, in November. These 
courses will include the Principles of Man- 
agement, Work Study, Site Organisation, 
Plant Economics, Office Organisation and 
the RIBA Standard Form of Contract. 


The week’s residential course for senior 
executives is being repeated with the co-opera- 
tion of the Cambridge University Board of 
Extra Mural Studies. 


Another feature will be a week-end course 
for senior apprentices, to be held at Belstead 
House, Ipswich, in January.

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DELAY IN 
COMPLETION OF HOUSE 


Case Succeeds on Architect’s 
Failure to Issue Certificate 


AT Shrewsbury County Court on October 

22, a claim for £215, for work done 
and materials supplied by a Shrewsbury 
firm of building contractors against a man 
for whom they built a house, only succeeded 
on a technicality, said Jupbce D. E. Evans. 


He commented: ‘I come to this con- 
clusion with the greatest reluctance. Mr. 
Hampson, the defendant, employed this firm 
—which I hope will not be let loose on the 
public in future—to build a house. If I 
am wrong in my conclusion.I will only be 
too glad for my decision to be put right 
by a higher court. I would like to see Mr. 
Hampson succeed on an appeal, but I don’t 
think he would,’ 

The building contractors, W. H. Bevan 
(Shrewsbury), Ltd., claimed the £215 from 
Geoffrey Robert Hampson, a Divisional 
Officer in the Forestry Commission, of 50, 
Kenwood-drive, Shrewsbury. 

It was contended for the firm that the 
architect concerned had failed to issue'a 
certificate stating that the delay in building 
the house was not a reasonable one and, 
therefore, a penalty clause for delay in the 
contract could not be enforced. 

Mr. PeteR NortTHcoTe said Hampson 
entered into an agreement with the firm to 
build him a house at a cost of £2,673 18s. Od. 
Work began on March 23, 1953, and should 
have finished on September 23, 1953. A 
clause in the contract was that £5 should 
be paid by the firm for every week they went 
over the scheduled time. There was, in fact, 
a delay of 43 weeks and Mr. Northcote 
submitted that Hampson was entitled to £215 
from the firm as liquidated and ascertained 
damages. 

Mr. Hampson said at first good progress 
was made on the building, but during June 
nothing was done. In October he asked 
Bevan for an explanation of the delay and 
was told the firm did not have any money 
to pay the workmen’s wages. So he gave 
Bevan £100 on condition that progress was 
made immediately. 

At this point the Judge asked Mr. Douglas 
Draycott, for plaintiffs, what his case was. 
Mr. Draycotr said Messrs. Bevan and 
Griffiths were co-directors in the firm. 
Griffiths gave financial backing and when 
the firm was founded it was made clear to 
Bevan that he wouid not sign anything, with 
the exception of cheques up to £20. 

It was Bevan, he-said, who signed the 
contract to build Hampson’s house. He did 
not tell anybody this, or about corres- 
pondence from Hampson to the firm. Bevan 
had no authority to sign, and he sat on all 
the correspondence concerning this house. 

The architect of the house, Mr. GRAHAM 
FREDERICK GOATLEY, ARIBA, of Wyle Cop, 
Shrewsbury, said when the contract got 
behind schedule he wrote to Bevan pointing 
out that in accordance with the contract the 
firm was 11 weeks behind, and that the £5- 
a-week penalty for delays had accumulated 
to £55. 

Mr. Joun B. LEE, solicitor, Abbots House, 
Butcher-row, Shrewsbury, who at one time 
acted for Mr. Hampson, said he did not 

know Bevan’s authority was restricted. 


WILLIAM ARTHUR BEvVAN, of 18, Upper- 
road, Meole Brace, Shrewsbury, agreed that 
this was the only contract he had ever signed 
for his firm. 

JosePH CyriL GRIFFITHS, said he had not 
seen any correspondence or agreement con- 
cerning the house until the court case started. 

Mr. Draycott then submitted that the 
clause in the contract stated that the penalty 
of £5 for every week’s delay would only 
be enforced if the delay were not a reason- 
able one. The architect ought to have issued 
a written certificate to that effect. He had 
not done so, however, so there was no 
evidence that the delay was not a reasonable 
one. 


LOCAL AUTHORITY LOANS 
Rates of Interest 


THE TREASURY have now directed that 
the following rates of interest shall apply 
to all loans advanced to local authorities, 
as defined in Section 10 of the Local 
Authorities Loans Act, 1945, from the Local 
Loans Fund on and after October 20, 1956: 
Loans for not more than five years, 54 
per cent; loans for more than five years, 
5} per cent. 

The rate of interest on advances made 
by local authorities under the provisions 
of the Small Dwellings Acquisition Acts is 
fixed at a rate 4 per cent. in excess of the 
rate of interest which, one month before 
the date on which the terms of the loan 
or advance are settled, was the rate fixed 
by the Treasury in respect of loans from 
the Local Loans Fund to local authorities 
for housing purposes.

TV Aerials 


Mr. R. Edmonds, chairman of LCC town 
planning committee, has told the council 
that in the present stage of radio and tele- 
vision development it would not be practic- 
able to try to eliminate outdoor aerials, nor 
would public opinion be favourable to the 
council’s seeking new powers of control over 
their erection on private property. The 
council is, however, expressing its concern 
to the radio and television authorities and 
radio equipment manufacturers, and is urg- 
ing that research should be continued.

PERSIA.—A small team of experts from 
the World Bank has arrived in Tehran to 
study the Plan Organisation’s projects, with 
the possibility of a World Bank credit to the 
Plan Organisation. 


PERU.—A scheme for the construction of 
a dam to contain 200m. cu. m. of the waters 
of the river Chicama is under study by the 
Empresa Agricola Chicama. The dam is to 
be constructed on the company’s estate (San 
Jose Alto) situated in the district of Ascope, 
Trujillo, in the Department of La Libertad. 
_. . The Cerro de Pasco Corporation 1s 
shortly to commence construction of a road 
some 200 kilometres long, linking Cerro de 
Pasco with Antima in the Department of 
Ancash, where, as a result of exploratory 
work carried out by the Corporation since 
1951, important low-grade copper deposits 
have been found to exist. . . . A supreme 
decree charges the Ministry of Public Works 
and the Ministry of Health with the prepara- 
tion of a plan for the installation and 
improvement of water supply and drainage 
facilities throughout the Republic. Domestic 
water supply is to be provided in towns with 
over 3,000 inhabitants and public fountains 
in smaller localities. 


SPAIN.—A $200m. programme for the 

construction of United States air bases in 
Spain is under review, but the US Defence 
Department has not yet announced what 
modifications, if any, will be made to the 
existing programme. . . . The Ministry of 
Industry have received requests for approval 
of three new hydro-electric projects in the 
province of Lerida totalling £2m. The first 
of these has been submitted by Sociedad 
Productora de Fuerzas Motrices, S.A., and 
provides for the installation of a generator 
of 24,500 kw. at a cost of £400,000. The 
second project, by Hidroelectrica de Cata- 
juna, S.A., provides for a station at Esterri 
de Aneo estimated to cost £800,000 (exclud- 
ing hydraulic works). The third scheme, to 
cost more than £700,000, is for two generat- 
ing groups each of 10,000 kw. by Empressa 
Nacional Hidroelectrica Ribagorzana. This 
firm has received authority to install a station 
in Escales using the very latest turbines... . 
As a start of the plan to industrialise Avila, 
a car factory is to be built by the Spanish 
firm of Fadisa. ... A new £11m. plant for 
the production annually of 15,000 tons of 
aluminium is to be built in Aviles. . . . The 
provincial authorities of Barcelona have 
secured a loan of £4m. for reconstruction 
of minor roads in the province. . . . The 
Mayor of Valencia is negotiating a loan of 
f4m. for the improvement of roads an 
water supply in Valencia. . . . The Director- 
General of Housing has stated that approval 
has been given for the building of 75,601 
new houses and flats during 1957, the first 
year of the Five-Year National Housing 
Plan... . The Plan aims at building half a 
million new dwellings over five years at the 
rate of 100,000 a year. The cost of the 
houses and flats for which approval has 
already been given amounts to £239m. . 
A plan for the construction of an under- 
ground railway in Valencia has been resur- 
rected by the Mayor. The project was first 
Suggested in 1943. 





A Rhodesian Consultancy 


Norris Industrial Consultants shortly 
intend to open up a branch office in S. 
Rhodesia, probably in Salisbury. It is 
their intention to undertake all aspects of 
industrial consultancy from the design of 
buildings, office blocks and schools to auto- 
mation of industrial processes and the 
design, procurement, and the supervision of 
the construction of new factories. Mr. J. G. 
Norris, managing director, is at present in 
Rhodesia. British firms desirous of obtain- 
ing information on the potential advantages 
of establishing a manufacturing plant in the 
Federation are invited to write to the com- 
pany at Beacon House, Queens-road, Clifton, 
Bristol, 8. 


Nigerian Passes Police Test 


Mr. Moses Ladeinde has gained the 
advanced driving certificate of the Metro- 
politan Police—the first Nigerian to have 
done so. Twelve months ago, Mr. Ladeinde, 
then employed by the Lagos Town Council, 
was attached by mutual arrangement to 
Richard Costain, Ltd., so that he could get 
some experience of driving conditions in this 
country. For Costains he has driven all sorts 
of vehicles from light vans to 10-tonners 
with trailer and covered most of the coun- 
try in the 10,000 miles he has driven. In 
November, Mr. Ladeinde returns to Nigeria 
to take a post with the Lagos Town Council 
as driving examiner.

MALAYAN BUILDING 


From Our Own Correspondent 


A MODEL showing part of the University 
* of Malaya’s £3m. building programme 
was recently put on display in Singapore. 
Mr. S. E. T. Cusdin, FRIBA (Easton and 
Robertson), consuJting architect for the 
university, who ‘:as been visiting the colony 
from London, said that five Malayan archi- 
tects in Britain worked on the model to give 
it a ‘Malayan atmosphere.’ The idea is to 
set up in Singapore a residential university 
on the lines of those at Oxford and Cam- 
bridge. The cost will be met jointly by the 
Colonial Development and Welfare Fund 
and the Governments of the Federation of 
Malaya and Singapore. In Kuala Lumpur, 
capital of the federation, the Singapore 
parent university wil! have extensions in the 
shape of new faculties of engineering and 
agriculture. 

Singapore’s Chinese university: There is 
now a second university in Singapore. It is 
called Nanyang, which means South Sea. 
It is already functioning, but has not yet 
been ceremonially opened. Buildings have 
so far cost about £500,000. The architect 
is Mr. Ng Keng Siang, of Singapore. Con- 
siderably more building is planned. 

£400,000 housing estate: Mr. Ang Kheng 
Leng is the architect for two-storey semi- 
detached houses for a new housing estate 
to be built at Eden Park, Bukit Timah-road. 
Singapore. There will be five types of houses 
on this £400,000 estate, for which Sino- 
Malayan Engineers, Ltd., are the managing 
agents. 

Malacca’s first ‘skyscraper’: Wong and 
Karmaker, of Singapore, are architects and 
engineers for a £45,000 five-storey building 
which will be Malacca’s first ‘ skyscraper.” 
It will have sound-proof walls and will be 
the first commercial house in Malacca to 
have a lift—a Schindler. The building will 
consist of offices, a hotel, a resturant, and 
bars. 


Three-bedroom houses: Sembawang Hill’s 
Estate’s low-cost housing project off 
Thomson-road, Singapore, has entered the 
second stage of development, involving 
about 300 housing units costing some 
£300,000. The architects ar¢é E. E. Keen and 
Partners. 


Airport terminal building: Building will 
begin shortly on a self-contained post office 
for Paya Lebar airport, Singapore, followed 
by work on the new terminal building, to 
cost £1,000,000, which is expected to be

ready by 1959. Work on the main building 
will commence next year, said Mr. P. W.
